TIEN TSIEN TROUBLE NOT ENDED 


Russian and English Officers Exercise 
Utmost Caution to Prevent a Col-» 
lision Pending Negotiations. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, March 17, 8 a. m.—A dispatch 
from Tien Tsin, dated yesterday, says: 

“The Anglo-Russian dispute shows no 
change and the disputants are exercising 
the utmost caution to prevent a collision be- 
tween the guards during the negotiations. 
The Russians continue to purchase land in 
the new concession.” 

The Weekly Dispatch professes this morn- 
ing to give the real cause of the dispute be- 
tween the British and Russians over the 
railway siding at Tien Tsin. The paper says 
the quarrel is one of old standing and orig- 
inated, according to an official dispatch, in 
an order given by a Russian officer when he 
ordered his men to sack a station where a 
British Indian regiment was stationed. 

A young English Lieutenant, who was the 
ouly officer with the Indian troops, declared 
that if the Russians advanced ten yards 
farther he would order his mento fire. Shots 
were actually exchanged, but when the mat- 
ter was reported to Field Marshal Count von 
Waldersee he ordered the Russians to retire. 
They obeyed the order, but sacked every vii- 
lage on the way. The incident greatly ex- 
cited and keenly incensed the Indian troops, 
according to the official records, says the 
Dispatch, and they are now almost beyond 
control. 


Conger Talks of China. 

SHANGHAI, March 16.—The North China 
Gazette publishes an interview with Mr. Ed- 
win H. Conger, the United States Minister 
at Pekin, in which he is quoted as saying: 

“I will not venture to say how far Russia 
is prepared to go. The Manchurian treaty 
is still unconcluded, but if it is ratified it 
would certainly affect the peace negotiations. 


Germany Still Fighting. 

“Only the Germans and French are now 
engaging in punitive expeditions. The Ger- 
mans are operating on the borders of Shan-Si 
and the French around Pao-Ting-Fu. 

**I believe it is impossible for the Emperor 
to return to Pekin until the allies withdraw 
and the Chinese officials are restored to 
power and free from the risk of interference 
by the foreign troops. 

“The Empress Dowager’s return,” added 
Mr. Conger, “‘depends on the capacity in 
which she comes back. The Emperor was 
free to bring her. The Ministers recognized 
her responsibility in regard to the outbreak, 
but thought it was due to bad advice given 
by Prince Tuan-and General Tung Fuh 
Siang.”’ 

Tien Tsin Affair Minimized. 

Washington, D. C., March 16.—The cablic 
reports from Tien Tsin, indicating a col- 
lision between the British and Russian forces 
is imminent, is not regarded in a serious 
light in the diplomatic circles most con- 
cerned in the issue involved. It is said in 
these quarters that it relates to compara- 
tively minor concessions, which are not of a 
character to strain the relations between the 
governments.

en A Aleman says, however, that this 
concession will only be made on condition 
that the United States will agree to ac- 
‘cept the other relations suggested by the 
convention, | 

The second opinion among the members 
of the committee is that the original declara- 
|} tion of the convention should be adhered 
to with the exception that the Platt clause 
in regard to health laws should be accepted. 

Sefior Aleman says the. convention will 
reply to the resolution of Senator Platt of 
Connecticut regarding the relations of the 
United States to Cuba by giving the reasons 
why the convention eannot accept them. He 
says the country has been led to believe 
that absolute independence would be granted 
by the United States. The people, he says, 
have been encouraged in this belief by the 
Americans, and now the United States make 
a demand on Cuba which would curtail that 
independence. 

Sefior Aleman went on to say that in a 
year or so perhaps, when the people were 
prepared for the idea, they might accept. 
everything asked by the United States and 
more. 


BOERS MEET TO TALK PEACE. 


Burgher Leaders Said to Be in Session 
to Discuss Advisability of End- 
i ing the War. 


LONDON, March 16.—A special dispatch 

from Durban, Natal, says the Boer com- 
' manders are holding a meeting at Pieters- 
burg, in northern Transvaal, to discuss the 
position and the adwisability of a cowwtinu- 
ation of the war. 
* Whatever the result of the peace negotia- 
tions between General Kitchener and Gen- 
eral Botha, it is tolerably certain that the 
rumors of the inclusion of General De Wet 
in any form of amnesty are not based on fact. 
One of the officials responsible for the direc- 
tion of the affairs of the army sald today: 

*“*T cannot see how Kitchener can possibly 
accept De Wet’s surrender. If he ever gets 
him he will be obliged to try him for his 
recent alleged murders of prisoners. I have 
no doubt that the verdict of either a mili- 
tary or a civil court would be death, and 
one would be sorry to see such a brave 
fighter meet such an end. Therefore we can 
only hope De Wet will either be fet out of 
the country or shot in battle.” 


Botha and De Wet May Meet. 
According to a dispatch to the Times, dated 
March 15, from Kaealspruit, it is reported 
that Generals Botha, Delarey, and De Wet 
will meet.on March 18 to discuss the situa- 
tion. 

A dispatch from General Kitchener, dated 
‘Pretoria, March 16, announces that the no- 
torious Abel Erasmus of Lydenburg has been 
brought in, with his family, by Colonel 
Parke’s column. 

Lord Kitchener reports to the War office 
that Colonel Parke has captured a Boer 
laager at. Krugersdorp. The Boers had one 
killed and five wounded and thirty-two pris- 
oners were taken. The British casualties 
were one killed and four wounded. 


Capture a Boer Convoy. 
{Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

CAPE TOWN, March 16.—A colonial divis- 
ion under Colonel Crewe engaged the Boers 
. near Petrusburg, a town not far from the 
border of Cape Colony and the Orange River 
Colony. The British captured the Boers’ 
convoy. 

The burghers under Commandant Kritzing- 
er, with one pompom, who are within four- 
teen miles of Fort Beaufort, have been cut- 
ting the King Willams Town telegraph line. 
They are being closely pressed by the British 
under Colénel Gorringe. The commando 
which recently occupied Maraisburg is re- 
ported to have divided into small parties, 
with the idea of concentrating again. Some 
of them passed, through Kamastone yester- 
day. Colonel Donald’s column is pursuing 
them.

Several hundred 
armed men of Trias’ forces came in later.

His 
title was Lieutenant General and he has held 
many important positions. .

General Bell reports that 2,000 natives took 
the oath of allegiance at Sinait, La Infanta 
Province, twenty-two miles from Vigan, on 
March 10. 


Regiments Start for Home. 

The Twenty-eighth, Thirty-fifth, and Thir- 
ty-ninth Volunteer Infantry Regiments 
sailed from here for San Francisco today on 
the transports Thomas, Rosecrans, and Law- 
ton. 

When the Twenty-eighth arrived here from 
the United States there were 46 officers and 
1,212 men in the regiment. Fifteen officers 
and forty-four men remain here. The roster 
shows that the regiment lost eight killed in 
action. Thirty-one officers and 1,048 men 
sailed on the transport today. The Thirty- 
ninth originally consisted of 41 officers and 
1.256 men. Of this number fifteen officers 
and some men remain here. Twenty-six of- 
ficers and 668 men sailed forhome. The regi- 
ment had one officer and eight men killed or 
died of their wounds. One man is missing. 


Registered Mail Containing $1,000 Is 
Taken from His Pocket in the 
Philadelphia Postoffice. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 16.—Messenger 
Dougherty of the United States Subtreasury 
was robbed in the corridor of the postoffice 
today of registered mail believed to contain 
over $1,000. Dougherty received the mail 
from the registry clerk in the postoffice and 
placed the package of letters in his over- 
coat: pocket. While he was removing gen- 
eral mail from the box in the corridor a pick- 
pocket abstracted the registered mail from 
his overcoat and escaped.

EMPLOYES OF SOUTH TOWN COL- 
LECTOR FULLER CONCERNED. 


Citizens’ Aasociation Alleges That 
James M. Loveliette and C. W. Moul- 
ton Exacted $30 “ Costs” in Addi- 
tion to Taxes, and It Is Said That the 
Matter Will Be Taken Before the 
Grand Jury—One of the Men Denies 
the Allegation. 


The Citizens’ association yesterday brought 
charges of extortion against James M. 
Lovellette and C. W. Moulton, employés of 
Collector Fuller of the South Town board, 
and it is announced that the matter will 
be taken before the grand jury. The charge 
of extortion is said to be the weapon with 
which the association hopes to accomplish 
the discontinuance of the present township 
organizations. Other charges, it is said, soon 
will be filed. . 

The action against Lovellette and Moulton, 
filed by Assistant State’s Attorney Sprogie 
in the Circuit Court, was in the form of an 
affidavit, in which James L. Mead, Presi- 
dent of the Mead Cycle company, and J. H. 
Phillips, manager of the same concern, 
charges the two men with the extortion 
of $30 in illegal fees. For such an offense 
he statutes of Illinois provide a fine not 
to exceed $200 for the first offense, and a 
fine not to exceed $500 for a repetition. 


Story of Alleged Extortion. 

In the affidavit to which Mr. Mead and 
his managers swore the declaration is made 
that on Feb. 26 the two men called at the 
office of the Mead Cycle company, 355 Wa- 
bash avenue, for the purpose of collecting 
personal taxes due from that concern. The 
atfidavit asserts that Lovellette was offered 
a check covering the full amount of the 
taxes, and that ‘‘he thereupon demanded 
the further sum of $30, claimed by him for 
alleged costs.’’ 

When Mr. Mead refused to pay the sum 
which had ben demanded for “ costs,’ the 
deputy collectors, the affidavit goes on to 
gay, ‘‘ distrained property of the said Mead 
Cycle company and posted a notice of levy 
on the company’s door.’ Later Mr. Mead 
gave to Lovellette a certified check for the 
full amount of the taxes, and “‘ in cash,” at 
the alleged request of Lovellette, the $v 
demanded. The affidavit then states that 
Lovellette refused to give a receipt for the 
$30, although the officials of the company 
requested him to do so. 


Will Ask Indictments. 


Concerning the case, Attorney Hoyt King, 
for the Citizens’ associution, said: 

‘The Citizens’ association wili have the 
matter brought before the grand jury, and 
will ask indictments against Loveliette and 
Moulton, as we have three witnesses that the 
money was taken by them. I have been 
looking up the imatter of fees, and the only 
legal one that 1 find could have been taken 
in this case amounts to only 0 cents, It 
plainly is a case of holdup, but | do not be- 
lieve that it differs much from many inci- 
dents of the sort which have taken place, but 
which never have been reported.

BURDEN FROM HORSE 


MRS. THEODORE THOMAS FAVORS 
ANTI-CRUELTY BILL. 


Will Offer Ordinance Limiting Maxi- 
mum Burden of Each Animal to 
4,000 Pounds, with a Penalty of $5 
to $100 for Violation—Public Cart- 
man’s License to Be Revoked for 
Second Infraction — Anti-Vice Cru- 
sade Society Begins Work. 


Alderman Byrne will present to the City 
Council tomorrow night an ordinance of 
which Mrs. Theodore Thomas Is the sponsor. 
It has been drafted by Sigmund Zeisler for 
the Anti-Cruelty society, of which Mrs. 
Thomas Its President, and is intended to re- 
lieve horses from the burden of loads too 
heavy for theirstrength. Thé ordinance was 
submitted to the Mayor yesterday by Mrs. 
Thomas. 

The Teamsters’ union has come to the sup- 
port of Mrs. Thomas, and she has letters 
from many of its members in favor of the 
measure, Large business houses also have 
indorsed the ordinance, which makes it il 
legal to place more than 4,000 pounds in a 
wagon for each horse used. 


Will Prohibit Overloading. 

The text of the ordinance is as follows: 

Section 1. The overloading of vehicles drawn by 
a horse of mule, or horses or mules, within the 
City of Chicago is hereby prohibited. 

Section 2. The maximum load permitted to be 
carried by any such vehicle shall be 4,000 pounds 
for each horse or mule employed in drawing the 
same. 

Section 8. Any person or corporation owning, 
controlling, or driving such a vehicle who shall 
load, or cause, or knowingly permit loading the 
same in excess of the maximum hereby fixed, shall 
be fined not less than §$5.nor more than $100 for 
each offense. 

Section 4. The license of any public cartman 
found guilty of a second violation of this ordinance 
shall be revoked, 

Mrs. Thomas said she understood that 
the Council was in favor of such legislation 
and that she expected to secure the passage 
of the ordinance. 

Mr. Zeisler, in submitting his draft to Mrs. 
Thomas, said: 

“The power of the city to pass this ordl- 
nance may be justified under three differ- 
ent heads: First, as a regulation of the use 
of the streets, inasmuch as overloading ve- 
hicles interferes with keeping the streets in 
proper condition; second, as a regulation of 
draymen, expressmen, and others pursuing 
like occupations; third, the prohibition and 
prevention of cruelty to animals. 

‘*Upon;further thought I did not consider 
it necessary to exclude street cars drawn by 
horse power from the operation of the or- 
dinance. .None such is propelled in this city 
by less than two horses. This would permit 
the carrying ofra load of 8,000 pounds. As- 
suming the average weight of the passengers 


to be 150 pounds, this would permit the car- | 


rying of fifty persons. I think it may be 
safely assumed that this is the limit of the 
capacity of any horse car now in use.

DRINKS CARBOLIC ACID AND 
.HURLS BOTTLE AT HUSBAND. 


Takes the Liquid at the Saratoga Hotel 
and in Her Conscious Moments Re- 
sists Efforts of Dr. Tallman to Save 
Her—No Hope of Recovery—George 
H. Smith Kills Himself Under Sensa- 
tional Circumstances — Ill-Health 
the Cause. 


Mrs. Samuel Zwetk, the wife of a traveling 
saiesman for a New. York neckwear house 
and who makes Chicago his headquarters, 
took morphine and drank carbolic acid at 
the Saratoga Hotel last night. She drank 
the contents of an ounce bottle of the acid 


just as her husband was about to leave their 


room. After draining the eontents she 
threw the empty bottle at her husband. Dr. 
W. L. Tallman, the house physician, who 
attended her, said she had taken previously 
a large dose of morphine or some narcotic 
poison, 7 

Dr. Tallman and thé husband worked over 


the woman for three hours, but their. efforts |

Mrs. Zweik’s maiden name was Annie 
Shock. Her father is Amos Shock, a con- 
tractor at Alliance, O. She is 26 years‘old. 


No Hope of Recovery. 

Dr. Tallman said there was no hope of her 
recovery. 

Mr. Zweik said his wife had been possessed 
of a suicidal mania for nearly two years 
and had on many occasions threatened.to 
kill herself. He is said to have taken a 
two-ounce bottle of carbolic acid away from 
her yesterday afternoon, some time prior to 
her successful attempt on her life. 

The couple were in their room about 7 

o'clock, when Mr. Zweik said he would have 
to leave the city on a business trip, and 
turned toward the door. Before he had 
opened it his wife said: ‘‘ No, you will not 
At the same moment she drank the acid. 
Then she threw the empty bottle at his 
head, and, as he turned in astonishment, he 
saw her stagger for a moment and then fall 
to the floor, 

Realizing the situation, Mr: Zweik rushed 
up to the next floor, where Dr. Taliman’s 
office is, and the two hurried back to the 
room. Mts. Zweik was unconscious when 
they entered and her teeth were set so 
firmly it was impossible for some time to 
administer any remedies. They were ad- 
ministered finally, however, but frequently 
it required the united strength of the two 
to overcome the obstructive efforts of the 
woman, who was determined to die.

mit Guilt When Outfit Is Found. 


Henry Alexander and William Coughlin, 
who came to Chicago from San Francisco 
a few weeks ago, were arrested late on Fri- 
day night by Sergeant McGann for passing a 
counterfeit silver dollar. Police officers from 
the Twenty-second Street Station, who raid- 
ed their rooms at 684 South Halsted street, 
se'zed a complete counterfelters’ outfit, and 
piaced the two men under arrest. In the 
pile of confiscated goods were 133 bogus 


dollars, which, it is caimed, ‘would have been | 


put Into circulation around the city in a 
few days if the plans of the two men had 
not been nipped in the bud. Both prisoners 
were locked up at the station until yesterday 
afternoon, when they were taken hefore 
United States Commissioner Humphrey. 
They then were sent to the County Jall, and 
will have a hearing on Tuesday morning. 

The occupants of the place had made no 
effort to conceal their outfit for making imi- 
tation silver dollars. The police found 133 
silver coins, a pile of plaster of paris, some 
metal with a silver mixture, melting-pots, 
patterns, and other paraphernalia of a coun- 
terfeiter. 

Secret service operatives secured a state- 
ment from the men, in which Alexander said 
he was a barber and Coughlin a boiler- 
maker in San Francisco, and the former is 
said to have’ admitted making the coins. 
They declared that the counterfeiting was 
done in San Francisco, and ft was their in- 
tention to circulate the money in Chicago. 
They arrived in Chicago on Feb. 28, and had 
passed about $15, including the one turned 
over to the police by the complaining wit- 
ness, a saloonkeeper at Twenty-fourth street 
and Wentworth avenue.

Diederich, at Bremen, 
has forwarded to the 
State department a report from one of the 
largest textile factories in Silesia, employ- 
ing 1,600 men. Like many other large indus- 
tria] establishments, it has a store (con- 
sumanstalt) of its own, where the working- 
men may get all their groceries and other 
food supplies at almost cost price. Formerly 
the leading kind of meat supplied to the peo- 
ple was American corned beef, and every 
family figured on using about a pound of ita 
day, the cost being 14 cents per pound. Now 
there is no more American corned beef to be 
had, and fresh meat of home production has 
taken its place. 

The manager of the factory has investi- 
gated the increase of expense to the people 
for meat since the passage of the new law, 
and he has come to the conclusion that every 
consumer at his factory must pay 20 per cent 
more than he formerly did, as every buyer of 
fresh meat must take a certain proportion of 
bone and fat, thereby much lessening the 
amount of solid meat. According to his es- 
timate, three cents has been added to the 
price of each pound of meat sold at the 
factory. To men with scant earnings, an 
increase of over 21 cents in their weekly 
household expenses for meat alone is no 
‘small item. 

The trade in American canned meats for- 
merly amounted to from $6,000,000 to $10,- 


000,000 per annum. 


FOR SERVICE IN PHILIPPINES. 


Board Ready to Receive Applications 
and Hold Examinations for Gov- 
ernment Positions. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—The Civil 
Service commission today announced that 
it is now ready to receive applications and 
hold examinations for the government serv- 
lee in the Philippine Islands.

MINERS READY0 STRIKE, 


HARD COAL DIGGERS ISSUE ULTI- 
‘MATUM TO OPERATORS. 


Uniess Employers in Anthracite Fields 
Agree to a Joint Conference with 
Their Men a General Walkout Will 
Be Ordered on April 11—President 
Mitchell of the Union Declares All 
Workers Firm in Demands for Con- 
cessions by Owners of Shafts. 


Hazleton, Pa., March 16.—[Special.]—A 
general strike in the anthracite coal regions 
is certain about April 1 unless the operators 
consent to a joint conference with the mén. 
This decision was reached at the convention 
of the United Mine Workers of America, 
which adjourned shortly before noon today. 

The convention, after an all morning con- 
ference, instructed the National Executive 
board to negotiate for the joint conference 
with the operators, failing to secure which 
the board has authority to declare a general 
strike in the anthracite fields, 


Men May Quit on April 1. 

The strike, if no conference is held, prob- 
ably will be ordered to go into effect on April 
1, although the time may be changed by the 
board if it deems fit. 

The report of the Scale committee was pre- 
sented this morning, but was not made pub- 
lic. 

It has not yet been determined whether 
the National board, when called to negotiate 
for another conference, will meet at Hazleton 
or elsewhere. 

Mitchell Announces Ultimatum. 


President Mitchell this afternodn gave out 


this statement: 

‘‘ The following resolution was unanimous- 
ly adopted at the forenoon session of the con- 
vention: 

‘* Whereas, We have on several! occasions Invited 
and | red the operators to meet with us in 
joint cofference to mutually agree upon and es- 
tablish a scale of wages and conditions of employ- 
ment for the tsrm of one year; and 

‘* Whereas, They have repeatedly ignored our in- 
vitations and treated us with contemptuous ei- 
ie scorning our invitations and demands alike; 
anda, 

*“* Whereas, We believe we are entitled to much 
more consideration than we receive, and are fully 
entitled to meet with those who employ us and are 
our equals under the law and constitution of our 
country, and with them discuss and decide matters 
of mutual interest; therefore, be it 

** Resolved, That we authorize our National Pres- 
ident, National Executive board, and officers of 
districts 1, 7, and 9 to negotiate, if possible, fora 
joint conferenc? of miners and operators between 
this date and the ist of April, 1901. In the event 
of their failure to secure a joint conference they 
may, by a majority vote, decide the policy of our 
movemant even if it is necessary to resort to a 
suspension of work to force the justice due us as 
producers of wealth filly equal with our employ- 
ers. 


All Workers to Stand Together. 

‘A motion wasthen made and unanimously 
agreed to that al] anthracite miners would 
respond to a call for a suspension of work 
should the executive officers fail to arrange 
a joint’ conference with the operators. It 
was agreed that if the operators ignored the 
overtures of their employés and forced the 
miners to engage in a strike, the officials of 
the organization were empowered to request 
all men employed in or about mines, strip- 
pings, and collieries to cease work.”’ 


TRIAL OF JUDGES CONTINUES. 


Prosecution in North Carolina Impeach- 
ment Case Rests and Defense 
Is Outlined. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 16.—[Spectal.]—The 
impeachment trial of Chief Justice Furches 
and Justice Douglas was continued today. 
Clerk of Supreme Court Kenan testified he 
issued a mandamus only after receiving a 
written peremptory order signed by a major- 
ity of the court to do so. The order was not 
made until the court had two conferences. 
He said the refusal by the impeached Judges 
to admit Judge Clark’s protest to the records 
of court was in keeping with the rules of the 
court. 

The remainder of the session was consumed 
by argument of defense resisting the intro- 
duction of the original warrant of $831 by the 
State Treasurer, who had been ordered to 
produce it. The defense claimed the Judges 
were not responsible for anything except is- 
suing of mandamus. The President ruled 
the warrant in. 


FLAG FOR ARMY IN PHILIPPINES. 


Secretary Root Issues Order Defining 
Emblem to Be Used at Head- 
quarters in Islands. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—Secretary 
Root issued an order defining the standard 
flag for the headquarters of the division of 
the Philippines. It states: 

“The headquarters of the division of the 
Philippines will be designated by a stand- 
ard of khaki colored silk or bunting, measur- 
ing three feet on the staff and four feet six 
inches fly, cut swallow-tailed twelve inches 
to the fork, bearing In the center two cir- 
cles overlapping each other, one-third radius, 
resembling the figure 8, one foot sfx inches 
high, and of corresponding width: The sym- 
bol to be in red, bordered in white one and 
one-half inches, and edged in blue three. 
quarters of an inch, surmounted by a red 
scroll bearing the device, ‘ Division of the 
Philippines,’ embroidered in blue letters. 

“Total length of lance to be nine feet, 
including spearhead and ferrule.”

The memory of General Benjamin Har- 
rison was revered yesterday by the Union 
League club, the Hamilton club, the Mar- 
quette club, and the Chicago Bar association.

Fully 50,000 8 passed by the coffin 
to take a last look at the distinguished dead, 
an@ when at 10 o’clock tonight the Capitol 
doors were closed there were several thou- 
sands more waiting in Mne. 

It was Ind@ana’s dey with her dead, and 
most touchingly *was the esteem and honor 


fellow-citizens revealed In front of thé 
Harrison home, along the streets through 
which the remains were carried on their way 
to and from the Statehouse, in the lines that 
stretched at times a half mile from the doors 
of the Capitol building, men, women, and 
children stood for hours waiting their op- 
portunity to pay a tribute of respect to the 
dead. 

The hour set for the formation of the 
parade from the Statehouse to the Harrison 
home to receive the body and return with it 
to the Statehouse was 10:80, and promptly 
at the time set the infantry and artillery 
were drawn up.in Washington street on 
the south side of the Statehouse. At 10:45 
Brigadier General W. J. McKee, command- 
ing the State troops, ordered the advance 
and the infantry poured in a long stream 
along Washington street on its way to the 
house. 

Shortly before this a string of carriages 
containing Governor Durbin and other offi- 
cials of the State started by another route. 
The streets in every direction were full of 
marching bodies. 


Great Throng Fills Streets. 

A dense throng gathered around the Har- 
rison home, on Delaware street, hours be- 
fore the procession arrived. For thirteen 
squares tens of thousands of persons stood 
for hours. 

By 11 o'clock part of the second division 
had formed near the corner of Thirteenih 
and Delaware streets and awaited the ap- 
proach of the other division. The Boys’ Brig- 


Regiment, General Harrison's old command, 
came ne&t ar’ waited for the moment when 
it should have the place of honor behind the 
funeral car. George H. Thomas Post, G. A. 
R., many of the members of which had 
fought with General Harrison during the 
war, waited in its turn. 

Inside the house the casket was closed and 
prepared for the journey. On the casket was 
a large wreath of Scotch heather and or- 
chids, the tribute of General Harrison's 
daughter, Mary Harrison McKee. The draw- 
ing-room, to the left of the reception hall, in 
which the casket. was placed, was a mass of 
flowers. President McKinley had sent a 
magnificent design of Golden Gate roses and 
lilfes of the valley from the White House con- 
servatory. There were countless beautiful 
offerings. 

Shortly before the removal of the casket 
Mrs. Harrison, with little Elizabeth, came 
to the apartment. Mrs. Harrison remained 
only a few minutes. Just before the casket 
was taken away Russell B. Harrison and 
his wife, with Mr. and Mrs. McKee, entered 
and looked at the face of the dead. 


Old Comrade at Coffin Side. 


- Early in the morning Mrs. Harrison en- 
tered the room to be alone with the dead 
the last time. As she stood in the chamber 
an old soldier, bent with age, came slowly 
in. He leaned over the dead face and tears 
came to his eyes. 

*“ Colonel,”’ he sald softly, and touched the 
hand on the General's breast—‘ Col- 
one!l.’’ 

Mrs. Harrison came to where he was 
standing and said: ‘' I am Mrs. Harrison.’’ 

** You will excuse me,” the old man said, 
“for intruding, but I wanted to see my old 
commander just once more. I have tried to 
come to see him when he was alive and 
never could. When I heard he was dead I 
wanted to give him the old salute for the 
last time,’’ and, raising his hand to his fore- 
head in true military fashion, the old man 
turned away. 

At a quarter to 12 o'clock General McKee 
ordered 2,500 infantrymen, standing at “ at- 
tention ’’ on both sides of the street, to 
‘* present arms,”’ and the casket was carried 
from the house and placed in the funeral car. 
Six Sergeants from the Second Regiment of 
the State militia, with two Sergeants from 
the Indianapolis Light Artillery, carried the 
casket. Admiral George Brown, represent- 
ing the navy, General Lew Wallace, repre- 
senting the army, and Judge Baker and 
Judge Dowling formed an escort of honor 
which followed. 


Veterans in Place of Honor. 

Arriving at the State-House, the escort 
was drawn up, and then, while the military 
presented arms and the drums rolled softly, 
the casket was borne into the State-House, 
where, surrounded by its guard of honor, 
with fixed bayonets, it lay until night. Be- 
fore the doors were opened to the multitude 
the State officials and officers of the city 
and county passed by the casket. Those 
present were: Governor Durbin, Supreme 
Court Judges James H. Jordan, L. J. Monks, 
Alexander Dowling, John V. Hadley, and

SUSTAIN USE OF THE ROD. 


Maxwell Street Police Justices Find for 
Teachers Arrested for Whipping 
Disorderly Pupils. 

School children, their parents, and friends 
were conspicuous in the Maxwell street police 
court yesterday. Two legal battles were 
fought and in each case the schoolmaster 
won. 

In Justice Dooley’s court Charles Spruth 
was arraigned ona charge of assaulting 
Charles Suhr, teacher in the German Evan- 
gelical Lutheran School, Marshfield avenue 
and Twelfth street. The magistrate rendered 
a decision finding Spruth guilty and holding 
him to the Criminal Court. Spruth admitted 
striking the schoolmaster with a horsewhip 
because Suhr had beaten his 12-year-old son. 

Justice Dooley found that Suhr was justi- 
fied in slapping the boy. He said that if par- 
ents were permitted to enter a schoolroom 
and whip the teacher schools would be com- 
pelled to close their doors. 

In Justice Sabath's court Isaac Glick, a 
rabbi who teaches a Jewish school in the 
ghetto, was charged with beating one of his 
pupils, Jake Weinstein. The arrest was 
brought about by the boy’s mother, Mrs. 
Rose Weinstein. Justice Sabath dismissed 
the case with the recommendation that Mrs. 
Weinstein take her boy homeand administer 
a little more of the same punishment.

The report recommends the consolidation 
of all functions within the limits of the city 
but advises against the annexation of any 
additional territory. It recommends the 
abolition of fee systems. 


Reform of the Courts. 

In discussing court reforms the committee 
recommends an increase in the number of 
Probate and County Judges, claiming that 
“the present demand upon the courts is en- 
tirely out of proportion with the ability of 
the Judge to dispatch business. Justice 
courts are said to have developed into op- 
pressors of the poor, whom they were in- 
tended to serve. 

A system of municipal courts is needed, 
according to the memorial, and a special 
system of appellate courts should be pro- 
vided. It also recommends that a change 
be made which will enable three-fourths of 
a jury to give a decision, instead of requiring 
unanimous consent. 

Special assessments, after an improvement 
has been made and paid for by the property- 
owners, should be abolished, in the judgment 
of the committee.

Bacteriologist in Washington — 
Nineteen Different Clans in Five 
| States Receive Gossip of Their Rela- 
tives by System and Put Forth Little 
Eqort and 6 Cents Postage a Month. 


Chicago citizens who are members of 
large families, and are too busy. to write 
letters to their. relatives, may now keep 
posted on family news and gossip with little 
trouble. E. W. Reynolds, 1045 Wilcox ave- 
nue, Chicago, and his brother, McPherson 
Reynolds of Washington, with their cousins, 
aunts, uncles, and other relatives, have 
solved the problem. By writing one letter 
a month, nineteen different Reynolds fam- 
diies in six different States have been kept 
posted as to all the family happenings. No 
meInber of the family, moreover, has had 
to spend more than six cents postage a 
month. The scheme has worked well for 
six years. 

McPherson Reynolds, who is a govern- 
ment bacteriologist, invented the plan, 
which is somewhat on the order of a cir- 
cular letter. Mr. Reynolds, four years ago, 
sat down and wrote a letter to the whole 
Reynolds family, in six States, telling all the 
news in his own family. He appended, asa 
sort of cover to the letter,’a diagram giving 
the addresses of nineteen different Rey- 
nolds families, all relatives. The letter was 
‘gent first to E. W. Reynolds, Chicago. 

E. W. Reynolds read his brother's letter 
and then wrote a general family letter, giv- 
ing all the news of his own family. He at- 
tached this to his brother's letter, and sent 
‘the packet to another brother, George J. 
Reynolds, at Carrollton, Mo. The latter 
read both letters, and then attached one of 
his own. From him the packet went to a 
niece at Coloma, Mo., then to a sister at 
Latch, Mo., then to the parents of Mr. Rey- 
nolds at Harper, Kas. They were 84 years 
old, but Mr. and Mrs. Reynolds Sr. read all 
the letters and attached one of their own, 
giving all the news they had about the Rey- 
nolds family. A sister living at Harper also 
appended a letter of her own. 

From Harper the packet went Ripley, 
Ok. T., and from there to Everett, Wash., 
to a nephew of McPherson Reynolds. At the 
end of a month the whole packet came back 
to.Washington. Mr. Reynolds tore off his 
“own letter, read all the others, and then 
wrote a new letter and attached it, giving 
all that had happened in his own family 
since he wrote the first letter. Then the 
packet was started on its circuite again.

REVISE THE LISTS. 


Work Done with Least Trouble Experi- 
emeed in Years—First Ward Ques- 
tion Decided Against Removal of 
180 from the Roll—One Man Fails to 
Appear for Duty—Book Missing from 
3742 Archer Avenue and Police Are 
Searching ‘for It. 


Probably 35,000 names were erased from 
the registration lists last night as the result 
of the work of.revision. Election judges 
and clerks sat as Boards of Revision in each 
of the 1,261 voting precincts between the 
hours of 6 and 10 o’clock, and the, work 
was carried on with the least trouble known 
in years. 

According to the figures of election of- 
ficials late last night the revised registra- 
tion will show 418,000 names on Chicago's 
voting list. This is an increase over the 
revised registration of last fall of 15,000. 

The greatest é¢rasure of names last night 
was in the First, Eighteenth, and Twenty- 
first Wards. “In the First between 2,000 
and 2,500 names were stricken off on sus- 
pect notices, with nearly 2,000 in the Kight- 
eenth, and 1,500 in the river-front precincts 
of the Twenty-first. The First Ward prob- 
lem brought a decision from the Election 
Commissioners during the day, refusing to 
allow the names of fifty-two voters in the 
Eleventh and one hundred and -twenty- 
eight in the Twenty-first Precincts to be 
stricken from the lists.

RAPID STRIDES OF ARGENTINA. 


B. F. Snow, Crop Expert, Says the Agri- 
cultural Possibilities Are 
Boundless. 


The agricultural possibilities of Argentina 
are boundless, declares B. F. Snow. crop 
expert of the Orange Judd Farmer, who re- 
turned yesterday from a visit to the South 
American republic. Mr. Snow found that 
in Argentina the raising of wheat conditions 
gradually are becoming almost Identical with 
those fn this country. Previous to five or 
six years ago, when the wheat-raising dis- 
trict was confined to the northern part of 
the country, a locust visitation or a local

Tells Massachusetts Institute Alumni 
of Educational Requirements for 
Public Life—Dr. Gunsaulus Speaks. 


The annual banquet of the Chicago 
alumni of’ the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, held last evening at the 
University club, had for its guest and 
principal speaker Lyman J. Gage, Secretary 
of the Treasury. President Henry Smith 
Pritchett of the institute also was present, 

nd in his honor an electric sign at one end 

f the banquet hall displayed his name. Dr. 
F. W. Gunsaulus was among the guests. 

I. W. Litchfield, President of the Chicago 
association of alumni, announced a plan for 
completing the fund of $100,000 for the pur- 
poste of erecting a building for physical cul- 
ture. The fund if established is to be given 
as a memorial to Dr. Walker, for many years 
President of the institute. Sums amounting 
to $60,000. already have been contributed by 
alumni.in the East and the corporation has 
promised to give $250,000. At the close of the 
banquet $3,500 was voted by the Chicago 
members. 

The programs for the evening appeared in 
the form of an ‘‘extra’”’ edition of an even- 
ing paper. The guests were seated at the 
table when a number of newsboys rushed in 
erying their papers.

We are having shivers down the back 
about Russia, and the newspapers are doing 
their best to get us into a rage, not merely 
@bout Manchuria, but over the Tien Tsin 
Squabble. It is useless to be angry because 
if Russia means to have Manchuria we 
cannot prevent her, and I am not sure that 
Japan and we together could. About the 
Tien Tsin affair, however, there is this to 
be said: Within the last two or three years 
the English position in China has so altered 
that we now possess exclusive trade privi- 
leges nowhere theré. Quite recently Eng- 
jand was the only power owning trading 
settlements along the Yang~-tse-Kiang River. 
Now every important power in Europe has 
Obtained a foothold at all points on that 
river where competition with us can be 
entered into, and we have to make’up our 
minds to act henceforth either in friendly 
commercial rivalry with these powers or as 
perpetual quarrelers and snariers.

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GUNS A SUCCESS. 


Give Most Interesting _ 
Results. 


All Previous Records for Rapid 
Fire in That Class of Weap- 
ons Are Passed. — 


HIGH PRICED WATER COLORS 


[Special Cable to the New York Tribune and 
The Chicago Tribune by C. I. Barnard. ] 

PARIS, March 16.—The artillery experi- 
ments just carried out at Harfleur in the 
preesnce of representatives of the ministry 
and marine are watched with eager attention 
py the foreign military attachés. The opin- 
ion of experts is that it is now beyond ques- 
tion that the French artillery in precision and 
papidity of fire is at the present moment in’ 
advance of allothers. Secrecy is maintained 
in regard to several technical points of the 
mechanism, but a professional paper gives 
some highly interesting details and results of 
experiments. Four guns were tested—the 
120-millimeter siege gun, which throws a 
4@pounds projectile; the new 75-millimet 
field gun, with its 17-pound shrapnel, and t vm | 
howitzers, of which one was the 120-centi- 
meter, with which the Dreyfus affair has 
made the world familiar. 


Remarkable Work of Howitzers. 
The rate of fire of the new field gun at- 
tained the hitherto unprecedented average 
of thirty shots in one minute and fifty sec- 
onds, or a shot every four seconds. Eiven 
when fired at this rate the shells do not 
necessarily fall on the same spot, in spite 
of the automatic manner in which the gun 
keeps its position. By the mechanical! manip- 
ulation of a copper cap, which determines 
the explosion of the shell, it can be made 
to burst a Httle tarlier or a little later, and 
to deviate to the right or left. It is pos- 
sible in this way, without resighting the 
gun or interfering with the rate of fire, to 
dot with shell in a zigzag fashion a space 
of greund 300 meters square. A single gun 
firing almost continuously cam thus spread 
havoc in a column of troops. Special irter- 
est is taken by experts in the experiments 
with field howitzers, the utility of which 
against an entrenched enemy, after being 
contested for a time, is now considered to 
be fully demonstrated, as the difficulty of 
regulating the plunging fire of howitzers 
has been overcome and @bsolute accuracy is 
now obtainable.

Eases Public’s Antagonism. 

One effect of the antagonismaroused was 
quickly seen in the denials given to the re- 
ported sale of the Sydney plant to.the Amer- 
icans. These denials were followed by the 
interview with F. H. Clergue of the Sault Ste. 
Marie company, which soothed the public 
feeling. It set forth that ‘if the American 
combination were’to- acquire ownership of 
the Sydney plant and of the Sault Ste. Marie 
plant the new owners would be sute to find 
they would be bound te conduct them first 
in the interests.of Canada and next in the in- 
terests of Great’ Britain.’’’

Disturbing Influences in Market. 


‘There are two questions of present concern 


treatened strike of the coal miners at Hazle- 
ton-and the other is the condition of the 
money market. As far as the trouble at the 

4s concerned there is good reason to 
believe the difficulties will be settled before 
April 1 through the mine owners agreeing to 
a conference with operatives. The news of 
the ultimatum delivered by the mine work- 
evs to the owners did not reach Wall street 
today until after the close of the market, and 
it was impossible to gauge its effect on mar- 
ket quotations. 

The higher stocks go the more the public 
seems disposed to buy them. In the recent 
trading, investment byying has formed an 
important part of the whole business trans- 

pted. 

. The other question of vital importance 
is the condition of the money market. The 
most conservative bankers have for some 
time been predicting an increase in interest 
rates, and titey have based these predictions 
on the constant dwindling away of surplus 
réserves, a turn in the tide of money from 
the interior, and the probability of some of 
the big promotions. now under way calling 
for large sums of money. While these bank- 
es have not changed their opinion that 
higher money is practically certain in the 
future, there has as yet been sharp ad- 
vanee shown in the actual lending rates. 

The condition. of the local money market 
is a peculiar one, and the bank statements 
can hardly be looked upon as giving any 
idea of the real condition of the money mar- 
ket. Today's bank statement, for example, 
snowed a decrease of only $700,000 in surplus 
reserves and a decrease of only $3,000,000 in 
cash holdings.

This was never better exemplified than 
when Terry McGovern and Pedilar Palmer 
fought at Tuckahoo. The official timekeep- 
er on that important occasion was a Mr. 
Pollock, a sporting writer on one of the New 
York publications. Pollock was writing fight 
for his paper, and having witnessed a num- 
ber of fights was considered the right man 
in the right place. Pollock was, if anything, 


a bit officious. He was the official timer for 


an international fight, and having never posed 
at a fight other than as a scribe he expanded 
a bit. But his expansion was short lived, as 
he pulled the gong when the boys had been 
fighting only a minute. I refereed the fight. 
sent the men to their corners, told Pollock 
he had made a mistake, and requested him to 
ring the gong to continue the round. 

Terry beat the Pediar before the expiration 
of the round and Pollock crawled into a hole 
and pulled the hole in after him. Such is 
the supposition, as he has not pulled a gong 
since. 

I have seen other timekeepers make just 
such glaring mistakes—timekeepers who 
knew the workings of a stop watch as well 
as they knew their left foot from their right; 
still they went wrong. ’ 
Probably the funniest case of timekeeping 
that ever came to my notice was that of 
Fritz Mayer. Fritz was boss of a natatorium 
on North Clark street about ten years ago 
and had among others in his employ thelate 
Al Shrosbree. Al could fight a bit those 
days and some of his friends matched him 
against a young Englishman named Mc- 
Ennis. The fight was to take place fh pri- 
vate, to a finish, and the basement of Wells, 
the florist, on North Clark street, was select- 
ed for the arena. Among the score of spec- 
tators were Mayer, Joe Murphy, now judge 
at the Oakland track in San Francisco, and 
Tom Burns, then on the National league club 
here.

MICHIGAN WINS DUAL INDOOR 
MEET BY WIDE MARGIN. 


Chicago University Athletes Capture 
First in One Event Only—Captain 
Hayes Defeats His Rival, Moloney, 
in the Half-Mile Run, Breaking the 
World’s Record to Do It—Stagg 
Forfeits the Pole Vault—Final Score 
by Points 55 to 17. 


Michigan “won an o¥@rwhelming victory in 
the dual indoor meet with Chicago University 
tonight. The visitors secured only one first, 
and so hopeless was their cause that Pro- 
fessor Stagg forfeited the pole vault. 

Waterman gymnasium was crowded to the 
limit. Circus seats piled high around the 
walls held over 1,200 people, a record-break- 
ing audience for an indoor meet here. It 
was the first time Chicago had journeyed into 
Michigan's territory for a track contest, the 
last such event being(in ’98 at Detroit. 

The forty-yard dash was a landslide for 
Michigan. Not a Chicago man won a-place. 
In the finals Hahn, Fishleigh, Nufer, and 
Nasiam, all of Michigan, galloped past the 
finish, none of.them attempting any speed. 
The result of the race was not even an- 
nounced, as all the points went to the home 
team, making the score Michigan, 8; Chica- 
go, 0. 

n the shot put Neil Snow, Michigan’s ex- 
football captain, won the event with a dis- 
tance of 39 feet Sinches. Robinson of Mich- 
igan came second with 39 feet 1% inches. 
The best distance of Pettit of Chicago was 
84 feet 4% inches. This is Snow’s first year 
in the event. 

Hayes Makes New Record. 

The battle royal that every one has been 
waiting for came in the half mile event be- 
tween Captain Moloney of Chicago and Cap- 
tain Hayes of Michigan. The two athletes 
are old rivals and much interest was shown 
in their meeting. Hayes broke into an easy 
stride from the first, and Moloney's spurt 
was unable to pick up the quarter lap that 
the Michigan man had gained. Hayes won 
in 2:08, which is a world’s indoor record, 
the previous mark being 2:04 1-5. 

In the hurdle event Manni of Chicago 
took the first heat. Robinson of Michigan, 
his antagonist, slipping at the start. Two 
Chicago men, F. G. Moloney and. Ferris, 
qualified in the second heat. Haslam of 
Michigan fell at the first hurdle. In the 
finals F. G. Moloney captured first honors, 
with Robinson of Michigan second. The 
race was almost a dead heat. 

Michigan added eight more points to its 
score by the performances of Snow and 
White in the high jump. The former took 
the event in his peculiar “ scissors "’ form 
with a jump of 5 t 7 inches. 

The Chicago athletes found some trouble 
in jumping from the mats which are used 
in the event at Michigan. 

Nufer of Michigan landed in the quarter 
mile fully half a lap ahead of Horton of 
Chicago. Haslam of Michigan started, but 
dropped out after setting the pace for Nufer.

Wild Pirate should have won in the opin- 
fon of nine out of ten of those who saw the 
race, but his winning margin would have 
been so small that it detracts little from the 
victory of Henry Clay Rye. Cochran, who 
rode the latter, can rest his reputation on the 
ride he put upin the Derby. It was a splen- 
did piece of horsemanship, and his perse- 
verance and strong finishing powers’ alone 
landed him in the front in the greatest 
event of the Crescent City Jockey club’s 
meeting.

BRUTAL A GOOD SECOND. 


Tod Sloan Puts Up a Fine ‘Ride 
on the Winner and Is 
Cheered by Crowd. 


INGLESIDE OPEN ONE DAY, 


San Francisco, Cal.. March 16.—[Special.]}— 
Ingleside threw open its gates today for the 
California rby.

He rode Frey the best race he has 
shown since he was run away from England, 
and horse and boy were great favorites. 
One of the best balanced flelds that ever 
contended in a turf classic went to the post. 
Stover fumed himself into the belief that 
Kenilworth could not negotiate the route, 
a belief shared by every trainer at the track, 
and put the pencil through his name. That 
left an even half dozen, each with a royal 
chance and every one backed handsomely. 
All six of these colts are American Derby 
candidates, and, as a test of the relative 
merits of the youngsters in making calcula- 
ticns for the big Chicago race, today's event 
was about as good a line as,one could secure. 
Joe Frey was always a stanch choice. 
Even money at the close was the best in 
sight, although it was known the Belvedere 
colt had a bad leg. Canmore, with Burns 
up, went from 5 to2 to 3 tol, and the Hildreth 
eutry, Telamon, with a five-pound penalty 
up, and Rolling Boer, the. stable’s depend- 
ence, closed at 7 to 2.

Frank J. Marshall of Brooklyn, N. Y., who captured the inter- 
: national salta tournament recently ended. 


The victory of Frank J. Marshall, the American, in the international salta tourna- 
ment just completed at Monte Carlo is likely to direct interest toward that game in 
America. The game of salta was invented in Germany in 1899, and is already popular 
in Germany, France, and Austria. Much of this popularity, in Germany at least, is 
due to favorable comment by the Kaiser, and as a consequence it may be found in the 
army officers’ clubrooms, the soldiers’ barracks, and almost every home. 
played on a board of 100 squares. They are alternately colored light and dark, as in 
chess or checkers. There are fifteen menon each side. They occupy the five dark 
squares in the rows nearest the two players. The men consist of a row of five suns, 
five moons, and five stars. Each of the men is separately marked with one, two, three, 
four, and five suns; moons, and stars, so that there are really fifteen different men on 
each side. They move as in checkers, but have the additional power of moving back- 
ward. They must leap over the opponents’ men when they can, but over only one 
at a time, and only in forward direction. In jumping the *man jumped, however, is 
not removed from the board. All the men remain in the game totheend. The object 
is to bring the men on the squares which were originally occupied by the opponents’ 
pieces and in their exact order. Who first accomplishes this is the winner by as many 
points as it takes the opponent moves to carry out the same object after the winner 
-eompleted his formation. Ther® are no drawn games, and this is a pleasing point of 
superiority over chess or checkers. Several newspapers in Germany and France have 
already given space to the game in their columns. Salta is said to be a deeper game 
than checkers and much more entertaining. Unlike chess, it can be learned in a few 
minutes, and to that cause also tts rapid strides in becoming popular are undoubtedly 
due. The first international saita tourney for good prizes was arranged last year at 
Paris by the Salta company, and the second, just concluded, by the manager, M. Blanc, 


Salta is

ane new idea commends itself to horsemen. 
As showing how absurdly the plan might 
easily work,the appended supposititious sum- 
mary is given, taken from a circular letter 
Sent out by Mr. Howein explaining his plan:

Not Likely to Be Popular. 

Wo such plan will commend itself to horse 
ewners, and track secretaries of experience 
have already learned that, taken in its 
entirety, the present system is best suited 
to the needs of the trotting turf. There is 
nothing new in the idea of giving races at 
ether distances than a mile, but even where 
they were not complicated by freak notions as 
to the division of the money they have not 
proved a success. Two-mile heats were 
tried years ago down the grand circuit, and 
abandoned because neither the public nor 
horsemen cared for them. About fifteen 
years ago the Detroit track gave a saddle 
face for pacers, but did not repeat the ex- 
periment. Last year at Hartford Andy 
Welch, a man of great experience in‘trot- 
ting matters, gave one of the pay-off-after- 
every-heat affairs, and had such cracks as 
| @rattan Boy, Arion, and Charley Hefr in 
she field, but it was a dismal failure. It 
will, therefore, be seen that, while the Mem- 
phis plan has some new features, it is prac- 
tically a rehash of prescriptions for novelty

found inefficient. Its one advantage is that 
the Memphis meeting, coming at the tail 
end of the campaign, will afford owners an 
opportunity to take a chance at the scheme 
without detriment to the horses, as they are 
going into winter quarters the next week 
anyhow, and for this reason entries will be 
received which under other circumstances 
would not be made. 3 

Myron McHenry, first reinsman of Amer- 
ica, does not think well of the new scheme. 
‘I am in favor of dash races pure and sim- 


ple for trotters,”’ he said, ‘‘ but I cannot see 


where sticking to the heat system and 
changing the distdnce every heat is goin 

to be an improvement on the present methoa 
of trotting races. It would bea great thing 
for the trotting turf if Mr. Billings, who 
is at the head of the new Memphis track, 
would give an entire meeting of dash raees. 
Then we should have the question of whether 
or not the idea is the right one settled for 


good and all. 


Objections to Dash Races. 


“ The trouble is that the horsemen them- 
selves have fought the dash race idea in trot- 


ting, putting forth a lot of objections which, 
when analyzed, do notamounttomuch. You 


will hear the criticism that in a dash racea 
horse that makes a mistake loses the whole 
works at one jump. That is true enough, but 
one horse would have as good a chance to get 


along well in a dash race asthe others. Trot- 


ters are no more liable to mishaps in racing 
than are the runners. The latter get left at 
the post, get tangled in the barrier, are 
bumped into, carried out at the turns, and in 


general have just as many troubles as do the 
harness horses. In my opinion a meeting con- 
fined wholly to dash.races would be a success, 


and in a little while the three-heat-in-five 
idea, which often means trotting from six 


to t heats, would be as obsolete as is the 


high-wheel sulky. 

“And the dash system would make better 
horses of our trotters and pacers, because, to 
begin with, the drivers, knowi>yg that once 
around the track settled the »urse, would 
take pains that their horses wre up in posi- 


tion and going well when the Yord was given, 


and they would also be careful that they did 
not break. With the dash system in vogue 


races could be made at all distances, from 
a mile to two miles, and the trotters and 


pacers could also go to wagon and under sad- 
dle, a form of racing that is now never seen 
at regular race meetings, but that would take 


well with the public.” 


Death of Commodore Bannigan. 


Sport of more than one sort lost a good 
friend and ardent supporter in the death of 
William B. Bannigan, better known as 
*“*Commodore,”’ which occurred at Provi- 
dence, R. L, the other day. 

Baseball, yachting, and trotting were the 
forms of amusement in which Mr. Bannigan 
most delighted, and in each he was an en- 
thusiast. He was the controlling stockhold- 
er in the Providence baseball club, and the 
present prominent position of the Provi- 
dence Yacht club is almost wholly due to 
his efforts. Not long ago Mr. Bannigan

The horse's head was 
so -enormous that an ordinary check-rein 
was useless when Moose got a little tired 
and leaned on the bit, so Van Valkenburg had 
a special check-rein made that looked like 
one of the tugs from a work-harness. 

In his new place Van Valkenburg would 
have had some extra good material.on which 
to work, as Mr. Bannigan had selected for 
his foundation stock some of the best bred 
ones in the country. Chief among the lot 
was the young mare Betty Hamlin, a daugh- 
ter of Mambrino King, and out of the old 
trotter Belle Hamlin. A couple of seasons 
ago, Betty Hamlin being then a 3-year-old, 
Geers had the mare down the grand circuit. 
She had speed enough then to trot in 2:15, but 
was handicapped by a sour disposition. One

OVER THE CHESS BOARD. 


ILLINOIS ASSOCIATION IS ABOUT 
TO BE REORGANIZED. 


Contemplates Extending Its Member- 
- ship to.All Parts of tHe State and 
Giving Prominence to Correspond- 
ence Games—Match with Ohio in 
View~—Medinus Leads in Handicap 
Tournament at Local Club—Selected 
Games from Monte Carlo, 


[BY LOUIS UEDEMANN.] 

The forming of State chess asseciations and 
conducting across-the-board, correspond- 
ence, and problem tournaments under their 
auspices, as well as contesting matches with 
other States, has unquestionably done much 
to arouse interest in the greatest of all board 
games. Many of these associations, however, 
are not wide enough in thelr scope and the 
membership is confined to the locality, gen- 
erally a large city, in which chess players 
ure. most numerous. 

The Illinois association is one of those. Its 
eight annual meetings have been held on 
Washington's birthday and were mostly at- 
tended by players from Chicago and viciniiy 
only. A widespread feeling exists that the 
association should also hold a summer meet- 
ing of a week's duration at some lake resort, 
arrange a championship correspondence 
tourney, a problem contest, and other coim- 
petitions, Ohio is desirous of playing a cor- 
respondence team match of seventy-five 
boards. Cannot the Buckeyes be accom- 
modated by the Suckers? With a new or- 
ganization, enfolding in its membership play- 
ers from every hamlet, town, and city tn the 
State, this interesting match could soon be 
under way. 

In discussing a reorganization recently 
the following plan seemed to meet general 
approval: The annual dues to be the nominal 
sum of 25 cents and all moneys so received 
to be used only for the necéssary expenses, 
printing of reports, postage, ete. For the 
various tournaments separate entrance fees, 
with which the prizes are to be purchased. 
should be charged. It is particularly desired 
that players not residing in Chicago join the 
new association and participate in the pro- 
posed State championship correspondence 
tourney, as well as matches with other or- 
ganizations. The chess editor of Tne 
TRIBUNE will act as temporary secretary, 
and as soon as fifty members have been vwb- 
tained the officers of the association are tc 
be elected. Such a membership can, of 
course, be easily obtained in Chicago alone, 
but it is desired to have the entire State 
represented. All players interested in the 
movement are requested to communicate 
with the temporary secretary at once, as it 
is intended to begin one or more contests as 
soon as possible. A correspondence tourney 
will give the players in various parts of the 
State an opportunity to meet each,other at 
long range, and a champion may be produced 
from where least expected. 


* Plan to Accept Ohio’s Defi. 

Many players in the various sections of 
the State desire to see this organization and 
they should at once go to work and send 
in a list of members from their own local'- 
ty. Ohio's defi could then be accepted. It 
ought to be an interesting match. As soon 
as fifty names have been received a com- 
mittee on nominations for officers will be 
appointed by the present organization. 

The Austin Chess club wishes to play a 
team of five or six members against a team 
of the Chicago Chess and Checker club, in 
which the first class of the latter organization 
is to be barred.

»HE most thorough investigation 
‘ever made of the “ sweatshops ” 
of Chicago has been completed 
under the auspices of the Univer- 
sity of Chfcago. The depart- 
ment of sociology assigned Miss 
Nellie. Mason Auten, a graduate 
siudent, to the task, and after many months 
of labor she has made.a remarkably thor- 
gugh report on the conditions of the men 
and women in the sweatshops of the garment 
trade in Chicago; and summarizing clearly 
the prices paid by contractors.and whole- 
sale dealers. One of her most startling 
statements is that wages of these employés 
are steadily falling. — 
Miss Auten is a graduate of Wellesley 
College, who came to Chicago to carry on 
her studies in economics and sociology, and 
her interest in vital questions concerning 
industrial conditions led her to consent to 
undertake a personal Investigation of the 
sweatshops, where is carried on the making 
of boys’ and men’s suits, cloaks, and other 
garments. Miss Auten says that she recog- 
nizes the ethical questions involved in the 
situation, but that she has-presented visible 
conditions rather than any. solution of the 
probiem, and it is her presentation of the 
subject which makes her work of value to 
society, and especially to Chicago. 
“Sweating’’ is the unpleasantly sug- 
gestive term applied to the work done for 
some tailor or wholesaler under conditions 
which allow a maximum amount of work 
per day to be performed for a minimum 
Wage, and under which “the ordinary 
rules of health and comfort are disregard- 


"And “sweatshops” are usually tene- 
Ment-house kitchens or bedrooms “in 


Which the head of the family employs out- 
siders.”” Miss Austen says that “in Chi- 
cago at the present time conditions are not 
%0 bad as they might be,” and then she goes 
én to say that many of the sweatshops are 
In back tenements or stables, where there is 
practically ho yard space and no possibility 
of sunshine or fresh air. In one case which 
Miss Auten discovered on the’ Northwest 
Bide there was “a court fifteen or twenty 
feet square surrounded on all sides by 
buildings four stories high. Heaps of dirty 
Snow lay massed on the ground, too much 
shut off from the sun to melt and disappear. 
The only entrance to the court was by nar- 

sidewalks along the front. tenement. 

harrow spaces between the four bulld- 
ings only served to. make the court more 
Gismal. One felt almost as if shut up in some 
Gungeon of an earlier age, and breathed a 
sigh of relief on returning to the freef air 
and outlook of the street.” 

Seldom did she find proper sanitary ac- 
CoMimodations, and often, in the coldest 
Weather, she found the rooms stiflingly close 
but entirely unheated. Some of the shops 
fe in basements, where the evils are even 
‘More eXaggerated because of the bad air 
and worse darkness.

One Italian woman worked ten hours a day, 
six days in the week, and made 40 cents per 


week (a rate of two-thirds of a cent an 


hour!), and she could make $2l1a year. An- 
other woman, a pants finisher, worked elev- 
en hours per day and made 30 cents a week. 
Many of the workers made less thana dollar 
a week; many more were earning less than 
$100 a year, and in many families the whole 
income was from $100 to $200. 

The Swedes in the garment trade live, for 
the most part, on the North Side; and con- 
ditions are not so extreme because of the 
unions, which help to keep up the wages. 
Miss Auten reviews the demand made by 
the union—a nine-hour day; the Saturday 
half holiday in July and August; a fixed 
scale of wages for piece work, or for work 
by the week ($8 or $10 for women and $12 
or $15 for pressers and handsewers). These 
demands wer granted for the year March Il, 
1900, to March 1, 1901. 

The Custom Vest Tailors’ Protective as- 
eociation has a membership of thirty con- 
tractors and they do not employ any non- 
union men. These contractors, or middle- 


Men, are in turn the employés of the whole- 


salers and department store owners, as well 
as of the custom tailers, and last winter the 
comtractors sent a petition to their employers 
asking a rise in the prices paid for vests, be- 
cause of the rise in the price of silk and 
because of the demands made upon them in 
turn by their employés. The petition was 
granted and everythitg ran smoothly. 
Miss Auten visited a ctperative tailo 


shop, where several tailors shared in the 


expenses, though each one was working for a 
different merchant tailor. She says: Each 
one pays $3 a month rent, and about $1 a 
week for silk, car fare, and other incidentais. 
. - « In the busy months each man makes 
two coats a week by working from twelve to 
sixteen hours a day, and earns from §$8 to 
$13 a week. One of them, a Finlander, said 
it was not unusual for a man to work all 
night in order to fill a special order. The 
eyes of three of the six men in the shop were 
much inflamed, and their backs were bent.’’ 

The custom and journeymen tailors, as a 
rule, work in their own homes and provide 
their machines. 

The Bohemians are probably second to the 
Swedes. They live in the district bounded 
on the south and west by Eighteenth street 
and Blue Island avenue—the old “ Sixth 
Ward.” Ninety-five per cent of the shops 
front on the alley, without light in the back, 
and many are over or near stables. The 
Bohemians make coats, pants, and overcoats.. 
Foot power machines are used and the work 
is reported as pretty steady. The wages 
range from $1 to $12 a week—few of the op- 
erators, however, making as much as $12. 
The Bohemians stand by their union and 
are soberly industrious. 

The conditions of the Jews (who live in 
the district botinded by Polk and Fifteenth 
streets, Stewart and Blue Island avenues) are 
to all appearances worse than the Bohemians. 
They are crowded and dirty and work day 
and night. 

A step lower than the Jews are the Poles, 
who are scattered throughout the city. The 


“average wage of the machine operators 


among the Poles was $8; the handworkers, 
$4; the pressers, $9.75; and the home fin- 
ishers, $3.25. 


WAGES FALLING STEADILY. 

Miss Auten has taken up the change in 
wages and prices during the last few years 
and shehas found it worthy a detailed report. 
For instance, a contractor gets 20 cents for 
a child’s coat, and out of that.amount he 
must pay for the making and get his profit! 
For a coat he gets 80 cents where five years 
ago he received $1.25.and ten years ago as 
much as $1.50; for cloaks and suits he gets 


eight cents a pair for knee pants, and that 
is a cent less than last year. And yet at 


these prices the contractors in many cases 
make a good living without much effort. 
Prices in coats are one-half of what they 
were a few years ago, and the Bohemian 
coatmakers find the prices still slipping. 

Miss Auten supplemented her personal in- 
vestigation by a careful study of the imme- 
diate causes and also by a study of the legis- 
lative position of Illinois and the work done 
by the Consumers’ league and kindred or- 
ganizations. The United Hebrew Charities 
has offered some interesting statistics. 
About 6 per cent of the 1,918 cases studied 
in 1898 were cases of want among sweat- 
shop workers, and 8 per cent of the men 
who applied for work at the employment 
bureau were garment workers. 

The most generally recognized causes of 
the abuses and mealadjustments in these in- 
dustries, Miss Auten says, are the absence 
of American ideas and sympathies—a state- 
ment which she explains by saying that when 
the immigrants come from the crowded 
labor markets of Europe they have no money 
to get farther than New York and their ne- 
cessity makes it easy for American employ- 
efs to get their work at the lowest price, 
especially ag they crowd the labor market of 
New York, 

She speaks, too, of the illiteracy not only 
in English but in their native languages. 
This illiteracy is undoubtedly due to the 
guiding principles of the countries from 
which they come, whereby they. are kept in 
ignorance because of their economic de- 
pendence. Miss Auten does not. discuss the 
larger economical phases except where she 
says: .‘‘ The sweating system surely works 
in two directions: If it is true that the peo- 
ple are poor because their wages are low, it 
is equally true that their wages are low 


because they are poor.”’ 
UNCERTAIN SEASONS. 


** Another set of causes has its rise in the 
character of the industry. The garment 
trades are seasonable industries—that is, 
there are certain months in the year when a 
great deal of work must be done and other 
months in which there is almost no work.” 
This alternate rush and quiet are, in turn, 
due to the change in fashians, which can 
best be explained by the economic pressure

on competing dry goods and tailoring estab- 
lishments which have to. bring about an ar- 
tificial desire for change in clothes'in order to 
stimulate trade. The most deplorable result 
of this uncertain activity is found in the 
long hours of the tailors and the excessive 
haste of the home finisher, who knows that 
if he or she does not get the finished gar- 
ments back to the contractor on time 
there will be no work forthcoming for the 
future—for there are always men and women 
ready to step in and promise punctuality. 
Still another cause is the minute division 
of labor; one man sews seams, another makes 
buttonholes, etc., and none of the work 
takes long to learn. Therefore a change of 
employés is made easy for the contractor 


- who, when asked for higher wages, says: 


“Go, if you please; I can find some one 
else who will gladly work for less.”” And 


all that is needed in this industry is “a. 


small room, a few sewing machines, and 
people.”’ 

Miss Auten classes as a fourth set of causes 
the attitude of manufacturer, contractor, 
landlord, and consumer. “ They all,” she 
says, ‘“‘to a greater or less degree have 
a happy, or rather unhappy, feeling of irre- 
sponsibility, and often a sordid desire for 
individual profit."” The manufacturer feels 
it no affair of his how the work is done. The 
contractor is pressed to keep his contracts 
and feels no interest in the conditions under 
which his employés work. The landlord is 
content to get the most rent he can without 
asking questions. The consumer is always 
ready for bargains. And so it is that the 


uneducated, perhaps unskilled, has to 
say: 


“ Yes, I must. keep on working, even 
though my back is breaking and my eyes 
will scarcély stay open, for wife and the 
little ones must have bread, and I must 
work now if it kills, for soon there will be 
no work to do.”” And there are 35,853 such 
workers in the garment trades in Chicago. 


HOPE IN FACTORIES. . 

Miss Auten looks forward to a “ gradual 
displacement of the small shop and the sys- 
tem of homework by the factory system.” 
However, such a displacement does not seem 
imminent, for if the work can be done at pres- 
ent:on the present basis of low wages and no 
commensurable expense—outside of rents 
and sewing machines—it would hardly be 
considered a good business move to make a 
change. 

Besides -laying stress on the improved 


conditions which large factories would make 


possible, Miss Auten recommends an educa- 
tion of the classes of workers in cleanliness 
and ventilation. When working twelve and 
sixteen hours a day and keeping windows 
closed to save coal they can hardly be ex- 
pected to feel much interest in their health 
or appearance. She also recommends the 
organization of unions wherever practic- 
able. 

In considering how these changes are to 
be brought about Miss Auten ‘mentions the 
posstbility of federat legislation, because of 
the widespread character of the industry. 
There are only twelve or fifteen States which 
have any factory legislation and what there

After suggesting several other palliatives 
Miss Auten says: ‘“ Closely related with 
those who expect much from organization 
of the workers are those who feel that the 
whole existing order of soctety is unjust, and 


_that the remedy is to be found in socialism,a 


state of society in which each man shall have 


just what he produces, no more and no less. 
It is undoubtedly true that at present there 
is a class who do little or nothing to add to 
the sum total of the world’s goods and yet 
who have most. It is also true that ‘many 
of those who work hardest have least, 
Something is wrong if these conditions can 
exist, and whether or not the solution les 
in the inauguration of the socialistic state 
it is a serious question whether, if it is true 
that each person has a ‘ right to be himself 
such as he is,’ he has not also the right to 
have undiminished that which he produces.” 
However, Miss Auten does not wish to be 


regarded as desiring a “‘ violent subversion 


of existing society,” but rather urges that 
all concerned—manufacturer, contractor, dis- 
tributor, and consumer—should be made to 
feel. their responsibility. She does not point 
out how this may be done, but she is hopeful 
that through such organizations as the Con- 
sumers’ league, through assimilation» and 


- edueation of the workers, and a general rais- 


ing of ethical standards much might be ac- 
complished. 

Miss Auten’s. report is to be published in 
the American Journal! of Sociciogy, issued by 
the University of Chicago, and the faculty

Everybody knows 
what a farce city inspection is, whether boil- 
ere, elevators, sewers, or pavements have to 
be inspected. There is reasun to believe that 
the city authorities are not influenced by a 
Gesire that the bridges shal! be built in ac- 
cordance with the specifications, but by a 
wish to get on the Sanitary District pay roil 
some needy, small fry politicians, for whom 
there ic no room on the city pay rolls. Elec- 
tion day is near at hand, and the pressure 


for jobs is enormous. 
Chicago is one of the larg- 
est Irish cities in the world, 5t. Patrick's 
and it is fitting, therefore, Day. 
that the day of the Irish. 
saint should be celebrated here with pomp 
and pageantry. Including the children of par- 
ents who were born tin the Emeraid Isle it is 
estimated that the Irish population of Chica- 
g0 is more than 200,000, which brings it close 
to the 255,000 of Belfast, the metropolis of 
ireland.

LEGISLATION AND MANUFACTUBES. 

Last week Lord Salisbury suggested that 
if the supposed’ decadence in English en- 
terprise and commerce really existed it 
might possibly be traced to “an excess of 
parliamentary meddling.” He admitted 
that in many cases interference with pri- 
vate liberty—probably he had in mind much 
of the English factory legislation—was ab- 


yuite capable of argument that constant in- 
terference discouraged the employment of 
capital. If, said he, the sources of capital 
were dried up by parliamentary interfer- 


of industries. 

These remarks of the British Premier 
preceded by a few days those made concern- 
ing the same general subject by some of 
the speakers at the banquet given by the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association night 
before last. Mr. Martin B. Madden made 
an appeal for legislation calculated to ad- 
vance the industrial development of the 
State. Mr. W. B. Conkey asked that laws 
be enacted that will not be detrimental to 
the interests of manufacturers, and said 
that “there are a number of laws today on 
the statute books of the State directly 
affecting the manufacturing interests and 
the interests of employés that ought not 
to be there.” 

Mr. Conkey did not tell what these laws 
are. Perhaps had he done so some of them 
would be found necessary. In Illinois, as 
in England, a certain degree of “ inter- 
ference with private liberty ” is required 
for the protection of the welfare of the com- 
munity. Laws regarding child labor may 
be looked on with disfavor by some manu- 
facturers, but they need no defense. At 
the same time constant legislative meddling 
in Lllinois tends to discourage the employ- 
ment of capital here, as parliamentary med- 
dling in England does there. The Illinois 
manufacturers are quite within their rights 
when they protest against the enactment 
of unjust laws which affect them. If there 
be such laws they should be repealed. 

It is impossible, however, to see how the 
legitimate interests of the manufacturers 
can be promoted by the adoption of a new 
constitution, which some of the speakers at 
the banquet seemed to think a matter of 
supreme importance. It is true that the 
present constitution is less “ liberal” than 
that of 1848, in that municipalities cannot 
give bonuses to manufacturers to induce 
them to build their factories within their 
limits. This is not a legitimate method of 
encouraging manufactures. The present 
organic law contains no provisions which 
are calculated to discourage manufacturing 
in Illinois, It empowers the legislative 
branch of the government to do all that can 
with propriety be done to encourage manu- 
factures here. 

Bad municipal government may affect 
disastrously the manufacturing interests of 
a city. Those of Chicago would be more 
extensive than they are had it not been 
that within a comparatively recent period 
the employers of labor had no assurance 
that they would receive in certain con- 
tingencies the protection which they were 
entitled to. But no State constitution is re- 
sponsible for the misgovernment of munici- 
— For that the voters are responsi- 

e. 

Two things are needed that manufactures 
may thrive in [linois—and a new constitu- 
tion is not one of them. One is efficient 
local government which gives adequate pro- 
tection to persons and property and is not 
excessive in its taxation. The other is a 
Legislature which imposes upon the manu- 
facturers no unwise restrictions and denies 
them no privileges which can be. granted 
without injury to the rights of others.

OUR TROOPS TO LEAVE CHINA, 

All the American troops in China, with 
the exception of 150 men for a legation 
guard at Pekin, have been ordered by the 
Secretary of War to return to Manila by 
the end of next month. By this action 
President McKinley carries his Chinese 
policy to its logical conclusion. It is the 
final notice to the powers and to China that 
the United States is averse to further acts 
of revenge or to the dismemberment of the 
empire. Whatever entanglements may oc- 
cur among the European powers and their 
troops at Pekin or Tien Tsin, the United 
States will have no part in them. The re- 
maining steps in the settlement of Ameri- 
ean damages for the Boxer riots will be 
taken through diplotnatic and not through 
military agencies. 

The’ record made by the United States 
in the Chinese episode has been creditable 
throughout. This government was among 
the first to land troops at Taku for the 
relief expedition to Pekin. General Chatf- 
fee acquitted himself honorably as a com- 
mander, and the soldiers won the respect 
and admiration of the other nationalities 
by their gallant fighting. It is universally 
admitted that the Americans took little 
or no part in the looting which defaced the 
later portion of the campaign. They were 
usually at the front when there was any 
fighting to be done. They covered them- 
selves with glory at the battle of Tien Tsin 
and were among the first to enter Pekin at 
the time of the rescue of the legation party. 
When that object had been attained they 
ceased to fight the Chinese and behaved ina 
manner creditable alike to themselves and 
to their commander. 

By withdrawing its troops independently 
of the action of other powers the United 
States maintains its leng-standing policy of 
fairness to China and opposition to dis- 
memberment. It is the final act in a series 
which has gained the confidence of the 
Chinese authorities and people and which 
was largely instrumental in saving the lives 
of the besieged diplomats. At a time when 
the world had despaired of saving them 
the President succeeded in getting tele- 
graphic communication through the official 
channels, thus increasing their chances of 
ultimate rescue. His attitude throughout 
has been firm, humane, and consistent, and 
the withdrawal of the troops at the earliest 
date possible after the opening of river 
navigation is but the completion of the plan 
announced to the powers last summer. It 
is as commendable as was the prompt dis- 
patch of troops to China when trouble broke 
out there. 


SPRING FEVER REMEDIES. 

If fall is the season of sadness it is equally 
certain that spring is the season of sallow- 
ness. Just when nature is beginning to be- 
stir herself and to reveal some of her ** green

feeling which is depressing to all but the 
tonic dealers.

they deal with other physical foes, quietly 
and without going out of their way to avoid 
it. But even for these there are tonics not 
made with hands which leave no taste of 
bitterness behind. First there is what has 
been called *‘ the great golf stream,” which 
premises new spring vigor to many; and 
for those who tind this too violent there are 
more placid sporting streams. ‘hen, for 
those city people who confess that in the 
springtime their thoughts turn with great 
tenacity to the country, there is the city sub- 
stitute for rurality—the parks. Many peo- 
ple know the parks only in their summer 
full dress, but to visit them in the budding 
time is to see them in their happiest moods. 
Out-of-doorness seems to be, on the whole, 
the best remedy for spring weariness. and 
in this connection it is well to remember 
what Sir John Lubbock has said—that no 


time spent out of doors by city people is | 


wasted. 


EDUCATION IN COUNTRY LIFE. 

The proposal made by some teacher that 
pupils in the public schools should be so 
instructed in computing the cubic contents 
of receptacles that they may readily verify 
the amounts of coal deliveries at their 
homes, suggests that acquaintance with 
domestic industry and surroundings which 
forms so large an element in the education 
of the country child, but which is altogether 
absent from the home life of cities. 

The farm lad, handling horses, milking 
cows, feeding sheep, making butter, going 
to mill, hunting eggs, gathering produce, 
haunting the woods and streams, learning 
of birds and wild animals, doing the 
“chores,” picking the fruit, using tools, 
driving to market, building roads, cultiyat- 
ing flowers, acquires an acquaintance with 
the elementary experiences of life which 
the city, whose functions are so largely 
localized and secluded within four walls, en- 
tirely denies the child. The latter must 
get his ideas of these matters from story 
and picture and exhibitions. His environ- 
ment quickens his alertness, but it deprives 
him of the natural background of civilized 
life. 

The advantage which the country child 
has through the typical experiences of his 
home goes far to offset, if it does not often 
more than offset, the greater efficiency and 
completeness of the city school. Indeed, 
many educators recognize the superiority 
both in subject matter and in naturalness 
and freedom of moveinent which are realized 
in that education which is acquired by con- 
tact with things and processes in country 
life, as compared with that acquired recep- 
tively while sitting on stiff benches and be- 
fore opeu books. It is for this reason that 
the “sehool garden” has become an ad- 
junct of some European schools, while 
manual training in various lines is being 
steadily extended in primary education, and 
excursions to industrial establishments, 
parks, and farms are becoming a part of 
recognized educational procedure. An effort 
is thus being made to recover for the city 
child some of the education of rural home life 

Many a city lad will doubtless find a

zest and a bit of educative experience even 
‘in the somewhat sordid exploit of verifying 
a coal delivery. for his mother. In the mean- 
time, the country lad will enjoy that greater 
diversity of experience in his more primi- 
tive home environment which many a coun- 
try born city-man of today wishes in vain 
he might ipsure for bis children. 


THE ALDERMANIO PLEDGE, 


~The Municipal Voters’ ledgue bas drafted 


a platform which it intends to ask all the 
Aldermanic candidates whom it has faith 
in to subscribe to, Although in the past 
some of the men who have signed the 
pledges tendered them by the league have 
failed to live up to theit agreements, the 
organization still has faith in the policy of 
asking candidates to go on record concern- 
ing certain important questions. Doubt- 
less the policy is a wise one, Some men 
are less ready to violate written agreements 
than they are verbal agreements. 

Generally speaking there is no provision in 
the platform of the Municipal Voters’ league 
to which any candidate to whom it may be 
tendered should take exception. There are 
many of its articles of faith which the 
“gang” candidates would subscribe to if 
allowed to put their own interpretation on 
them. The declaration that “1 believe in 
the merit system and the enforcement of the 
civil service laws” would be too much for 
them to swallow, but they would agree that 
“ appropriations should be limited to [what 
they considered] actual public necessities.” 
They would agree that all the committees 
should be organized “ on a basis of integrity 
and fitness,” as they understand the words. 

The greater part of the platform relates 
to the street railroad question. Some of 
those to whom it is submitted may have 
their doubts as to the advisability of bind- 
ing themselves to require the traction com- 
panies to reduce fares for the crowded 
hours of the day, and also to pay the city 
a fair pereentage of gross receipts. They 
may be of the opinion that it is better that 
there should be some reduction of fares for 
all hours of the day, and that it is more 
desirable that the people who use the street 
cars should get lower fares than that the 
city treasury should get part of the gross 
receipts, 

While there may be a legitimate difference 
of opinion as to the wisdom of some one of 
the provisions in this platform, it is im- 
possible to believe that there is a candidate 
who is fit for a place in the Council who 
will decline to put his name to it as a whole. 
The people favor it, and they have no con- 
fidence in any Alderman who does not. The 
people desire a settlement of the street rail- 
road controversy practically in accordance 
with the policy set forth in the league’s plat- 
form. 


A DUEL AND A FIASCO. 

‘he widely heralded duel between Count 
Koni de Castellane and M. de Rodays, editor 
of the Paris Figaro, has ended in the wound- 
ing of the latter. The editor had been as- 
saulted and struck in the face in his own 
house by the Count. By now getting a bul- 
let lodged in his body from the Count’s pis- 
tol he has succeeded in wiping out the insult. 
The honor of both men is henceforth im- 
maculate, aecording to the Freneh code. 
This may now seem to Americans to be a 
curious and rather one-sided kind of justice, 
but if it satisfy the principals in the affair 
there appears to be no reason for the rest 


. of the world to eomplain. 


ln the case of the proposed duel between 

Paul Deroulede and Andre Buffet, agent of 
-the Duke of Orieans, the outcome has been 
less happy—according to the French code of 
honor. The principals have agreed not to 
fight. ‘This seems to be a rather tame tinale 
after all the bluster and trouble that went 
before it. The causes of the affair date 
back to the foolish act of Deroulede at 
the funeral of President Faure in 1898, 
when he seized the bridle of General Roget's 
horse and attempted to precipitate a coup 
d’état by leading the soldiers.to the Elysée. 

He declared the failure of his coup was 
due to the fact that the Royalists had be- 
trayed it. The Orleanist agent recently de- 
nied this assertion, whereupon Deroulede 
sent him a letter calling him a “ royal liar.” 
As both men are exiles from France and 
were in different countries, they and their 
seconds were at considerable trouble to meet 
in Switzerland. ‘The Swiss government im- 
mediately took steps to prevent their meet- 
ing, and incidentally ordered them out of the 
country? 

The excuse given for abandoning the duel 

is the opposition of the authorities and the 
statement that the cause of difference was 
“exclusively political.” For these reasons 
the seconds agree that the honor of both 
men is safe and the incident is closed, 
Judged on the lines of the code duello, this 
conclusion appears to be strained. It is 
hard to see how a charge of perfidy can be 
classed as “exclusively political.” Nor 
would the epithet of a “* royal liar’ tend to 
mend this point. If an aspersion on one’s 
honor ealls for blood it is hard to see how 
the “incident ”' could be closed honorably 
on the grounds named. ."‘The seconds are to 
be commended for concocting a pretext to 
prevent an encounter, but M. Deroulede ap- 
pears to have succeeded only in adding an- 
other ludicrous fiasco to his growing list. 


MUNICIPAL ART. 

The advocates of municipal art are un- 
tiring in their efforts to arouse the peo- 
ple of Chicago to the necessity, both from 
a social and financial point of view, of mak- 
ing the city beautiful. Professor George 
Kriehn in his Art Institute lecture on Tues- 
day last criticised with some severity the 
inartistic appearance of the city, He would 
have the glaring daubs on the bill boards 
give place to artistic posters, beautiful 
buildings in place of the present ugly ones, 
and artistic street signs instead of the pres- 
ent monstrosities. In the March number 
of the American Journal] of Sociology, issued 
from the press of the University of Chi- 
cago, Elma Graves pleads for genuinely 
beautiful publie buildings, squares, river 
banks, and bridges, and works of art, so 
“widely distributed that every inhabitant 
of a city shall find at least one within its 
daily range.” She urges as reasons for 
this reform not alone the enhanced pecuni- 
ary values which would follow upon the 
banishing of the ugly, but “ the removal of 
the pain and the gloom in the lives of one 
elass and the selfishness and insipidity in 
the lives of others.” 

This writer makes one point which has 
‘not been’ sufficiently considered. It is that 
as we are almost at the beginning there 
is the compensating feature of great pos- 
sibilities ahead. This is true. Thus far 
Chicago has made no mistakes in municipal 
art which must be undone, for it has no 
municipal art. The municipality has done 
nothing except to lay out some parks and 
boulevards. Should it, however, proceed 
any further in the attempt to make the city 
artistically beautiful it would commit a 
mistake that would make it a laughing stock. 
In its present condition it is useless to urge 
artistic improvement. Before this can be 
effected preliminary steps must be taken 
which do not involve art at ali, but simply 
cleanliness and building reform. 

The writer referred to points out some of 


these steps, such as “cleaning away the 
filth and smoke, making good streets, pro- 
viding playgrounds and s = 
improving tenement-houses 
ing-houses in congested d 
liness must come before a 
unr has often urged. Unti 
in its streets and alleys and itsetut 
is cleared of overbanging clouds of smoke 
and its highways are made passable it is 
folly to talk about municipal art. Chicago 
does not need to be adorned until it is 
cleaned. Mr. George Chetwynd Griffith, 
the traveler, does not exaggerate when he 
gays that “never, North, South, East, or 
West, have I seen a collection of human 
habitations and workshops so utterly hope- 
less and irretrievably ugly as that portion 
ef Chicago about which I wandered during 
my three hours’ wait for the starting of the 
everland limited.” Nor is his picture of the 
filthy streets and of “ the huge, ugly, dirty, 
and exceedingly useful” sky scrapers at 
all overdrawn. It is good for us sometimes 
to see ourselves as others see us. The lack 
of art is not the serious shortcoming of 
Chicago. It is the lack of cleanliness. 


A COMMENDABLE VETO. 

The veto by Governor Wells of the pro- 
posed amendment to the Utah marriage 
laws, which excited alarm and indignation 
throughout the country, has been sustained 
in the State Senate. This is fortunate for 
Utah and satisfactory to the rest of the 
union. ‘The bill was almost universally re- 
garded as an attempt to evade the constitu- 
tional pledge to abolish polygamous mar- 
riag.s forever, or as furnishing a cover un- 
der which such evasion could be practiced. 

It was opposed by some of the Mormons, 
and Governor Wells’ reasons for vetoing it 
were such as to convince still others that it 
would lead to worse evils than those which 
it was expected to prevent. He was fully 
justified in his belief that the enactment of 
this law would have started an immediate 
movement to secure an amendment to the 
United States constitutiom empowering the 
national government to intervene and regu- 
late the marriage laws of Utah. He was 
probably correct also when he added that 
in the present state of public opinion the de- 
mand for such an amendment would have 
been complied with. Thus Utah would 
have had to endure the stigma of being sin- 
gled out as the object of a special article in 
the constitution, and the few remaining 
polygamists of the early days, on whose be- 
half the law was ostensibly sought, would 
have been more liable to prosecution than 
before. ‘The law would have been disas- 
trous even from the Mormon viewpoint, and 
yet a majority of the Mormons favored, and 
still favor, it, in spite of the veto. ‘Ihe ques- 
tion may come up again in a few years. 

‘he cases of plural marriages contracted 
prior to the admission of Utah are rapidly 
disappearing through the natural deaths of 
wives and husbands, and the subject would 
arouse comparatively little further com- 
meht if it were not for the widespread im- 
pression that polygamous marriages are of 
constant occurrence. ‘The best way in 
which that State can promote its material 
and political prosperity is to remove alt 
cause for doubting the sincerity of its con- 
stitutional pledge to abolish polygamy. 


Andrew Carnegie, on the 
eve of his departure for 
Europe, distributed a few 
more souvenirs in the shape 
of $5,200,000 to the City of New York for the 
establishment of 65 branch libraries and 
$1,000,000 to the City of St. Louis for its 
library and branches, besides the intimation 
that he should add about $25,000,000 to the 
previous sums he has given for the mainte- 
nance and endowment of the institute at 
Pittsburg, which is his favorite beneficiary. 
These sums will swell the total of his library 
donations since Jan. 1 to $9,695,000. His do- 
nation to the Carnegie employés and other 
smaller ones make a grand total of nearly 
$15,000,000 to his credit in two months anda 
half. And he says he has only begun in the 
work of “ taking the proceeds of the material 
to benefit the things of the spiritual world.”

An effort is being made to procure an assistant 
to Archdeacon George D. Johnson..D. D., rector 
of Christ Episcopal Church, New Brighton, Staten 
Island. Dr. Johnson has been rector of the church 
for a quarter of a century, and it {8 probable that 
he will resign uniess an assistant be secured to 
lighten his labors, 

Dr. Robert F. Coyle has resigned the pastorate 
of Central Presbyterian Church. Denver, Colo., and 
will become the pastor of First Presbyterian 
Church, Los Angeles, Cal. He had been pastor of 
the Denver church since last September, and his 
decision to remove to another city has occasioned 
considerable surprise. 


The Rev. John L. Sewall, pastor of First Con- 
gregational Church, North Brookfield, Mass., has 
announced to his congregation that he will accept a 
reduction of 10 per cent of his salary, which has 
been $1,500, inasmuch as many of the members of 
the church are facing a reduction of 10 per cent in 
their wages at the local shoe factory. 


The Rev. Jacob Chapman of Exeter, N. H., the 
oldest living graduate of Phillips Exeter Academy, 
was 91 years old last Monday. He was graduated 
from Dartmouth in 1835 and from Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary in 1839, and he bids fair to live 
to-be the oldest graduate of those institutions. He 
takes @ walk on every fair day and on mést days 
saws a little wood for gentle exercise. 


Second and Westminster Presbyterian Churches,

Archbishop Williams of the Roman Catholic

Early Poverty as an Hid to Success. 


HE rich man’s son enters life’s race with a handicap. 
Not only the handicap which a fortune is, because it 
deprives him of the necessity te progress and expand; 
but the handicap of never being able to appreciate 
what he has. For everything in life that is worth while 
is ten times more worth while when we climb for it. 

The first great blessing in my life was being born 
poor. The fundamental principles that founded my 
character were the lessons wrung out of early hard- 
ships and privations and self-denials. I would not give 

up the experience of a boyhood barren of luxuries and paved with obstacles 

for any amount of money. It would be like pulling the foundation out of a 

building. At an age when boys of today are petted and pampered I learned 

the size and value of a dollar. I learned all that it stood for in comforts and 
in working principle, and I learned all the labor it stood for. And incident- 
ally I realized that every one of those dollars that. figured in my life would 
mean just so much honest labor on my part. Fortunately, I realized, too, that 
the plan worked beth ways-—that every dollar’s worth of work I executed 
would be paid for iu coin of the realm, whether it was overtime, whether it

ERHAPS there is nothing which more fitly character- 
izes our modern life, particularly modern American life. 
than the unceasing haste of men. Everywhere men are 
hurrying. Everything must be sacrificed to speed. All 
business must be transacted in the quickest possible 
way. Men do not read books nowadays; they read 
the table of contents, or barely skim the pages; they do 
not digest and assimilate a book. No more dothey take 
time for the ordinary food for the body. In the days 
of old there was what might well be dignified by the 
term conversation. But nowadays there is no time to sit down and seriously 
discuss great questions of art, sociology, politics, or religion. Forty years 
ag0 we gave the newspaper a wh ole week to write up the current history of 
& county or a State. Now we give it a single half day to write up the history 
of the world. 

Now, l am not saying that this whole modern tendency is wrong, nor 
denying that it has some incidental advantages. But it seems to me there 
are in it some distinct disadvantages and even dangers. 

First, consider the haste of men to be rich. It is not, as a rule, simply 
the honest desire to make money or even a fortune which is dangerous, but 
to make the fortune today or tomorrow. It is not the desire to be rich, but 
the intense, consuming hunger to be rich now, to get rich quickly, that is the 
dangerous thing in our modern life. Here is the rock upon which thousands 
and tens of thousands of meh break every year. If you suggest the old slow 
Way of steady earnings and smal! savings, they will laugh you to scorn. 
They have seen some man get rich in a day; shall they travel the old, long 
laborious road to fortune when it may be reached by a single bound? What 
is integrity, what is reputation, what is the honor of a family, what is a 
g00d name? ‘The struggle for trade is tierce. ‘he air vibrates with the din 
and roar of effort. ‘Mhe whole atmosphere of life is electric with action. 
What is done, men urge, must be done speedily; and so everything goes 
down in the mad, feverish haste to get on in the world, to get rich.

The great reformers of the world 
have been men of marvelous patience, men who understood the law of God’s 
working, who knew at the outset that God’s mills grind slowly. 

But in these days men grow impatient easily. What a common spectacle 
it is to see men enthusiastic champions for a little while of some pet scheme 
of reform, and then falling away and becoming indifferent, or complaining 
and perhaps embittered, ready to believe that because the thing they were 
interested in could not be achieved in an hour it cannot be achieved at all. 

God works through the 
centuries. They work for a single hour. ‘hese are people for the high 
tides of life, loyal, brave, enthusiastic when things seem to succeed, but their 
enthusiasm and their loyalty ebb as quickly as the tides of the sea.”

I am convinced that few citizens summoned to serve upon a jury, cither 
in the criminal or the civil courts, appreciate as they ought the importance

citizen realize the fact that when he is impaneled to serve upon a jury he 
becomes a minister of justice to serve in a temple as sacred as any ever erected 
by man and dedicated to justice, an attribute of God himse!f; that he is to 
participate in the highest function for which a government exists—the ad- 
ministration of justice—he would feel that he stood upon holy ground, and 
that a sense of personal responsibility and awe would so take possession of

MONG the unique religious denominations of the world 
Seventh-Day Adventists, with headquarters at Battle 
Creek, Mich., stand prominent. 

The two leading features of Adventist faith are 
belief in the second coming of Christ and that the 
seventh day of the week, commonly called Saturday, is 
the divinely appointed Sabbath. Adventists are not, 
however, time-setters,and do not regard the end of 
the world as an event that fs now impending, though 
they regard it as near. 

The Adventists will hold the thirty-fourth session of their General Con- 
ference at Battle Creek April 2-23. It is expected that this will be 

the largest conference ever held by this people. 

One tenet of the faith of the Adventists is that the gift of prophecy 
is still in the church; and this gift, they believe, has for many years been 
manifested among them through Mrs. Ellen G. White. Mrs. White, who 
has but recently returned from a ten years’ sojourn in Australia, is ex- 
pected to be present at the coming conference, and to this fact is to be 
attributed in large measure the unprecedented attendance at this particu- 
lar session of the conference. 

The coming conference will probably be the most remarkable in sev- 
eral respects of any ever held by the Adventist denomination. Numerous 
countries will be represented, and probably half a score of languages will 
be spoken by the various delegates. The business transacted will in- 


. volve the interests of the denomination throughout the world. 


Two prominent features in the Adventists’ work are their schools and 
sanitariums. The first Adventist sanitarium was established in Battle 
Creek forty years ago by Elder James White and his wife, Mrs. E. G. 
White, Captain Joseph Bates, and others. It is still in operation. Captain 
Bates had the distinction, also, of organizing the first teetotal temperance 
society in the United States. 

From this smal] beginning in Battle Creek forty years ago the sani- 
tarium work has grown until the Adventists now have institutions at St. 
Helena, Cal.; College View, Neb.; Boulder, Colo.; Portland, Ore.; Basle, 
Switzerland; Guadalajara, Mexico; Cape Town, south Africa; Sidney, Aus- 
tralia; Honolulu, Hawaiian Islands; Buluwayo, Africa; Skodsburg, Den-

true, and has made it a practice upon the examining of a new jury to address 
them as to the sacred character of the services that they were called to per- 
form, has told them that they were about to enter upon the discharge of a 
duty in its nature vitally patriotic, upon the honest and faithful performance 
of which by juries the life and perpetuity of the government and the rights of 
their fellow-citizens must finally depend. It is not difficult to make an intelli- 
gent man realize this. Then the jurors have been urged to assist the court 
in discovering any who would endeavor to corrupt, bribe, or in any way in- 
fluence them to violate the oath they haye taken. Yet there have been in the 
past instances of jury corruption in this city which have been brought to 
light, and doubtless others which lie hidden in the dark and guilty souls of 
the bribed and briber. I doubt if personal advantage to the bribe giver has 
often been gained in this way. It is hardly possible that all the jurors could 
be reached and controlled. The most that the jury briber can hope for or 
expect in most instances is to secure a disagreement, which means another 
trial and a repetition of the criminal act. A court, too, will usually be able 
to form a correct conclusion as to the reasons which have led to a corrupt 
verdict, and by granting a new trial, to be entered upon without delay, to 
destroy all the advantage gained. The court, alert to protect the tribunal 
over which he presides, has other means at bis hand to frustrate the efforts

The peculiar views of the Adventists regarding 
the Sabbath—or, rather, their practice of keeping the 
seventh day and working on the first day, or Sunday— 
has brought them into conflict with the authorities 
in a number of different States, especially the South, 
and a good many of them have been imprisoned at 
different times for disregard of Sunday laws. Of 
course, they have no such experiences in such States 
as Illinois and Michigan, as the laws make provis- 
ion for observers of the seventh day; but in a number 
of States there is no such exemption, and this fact is 
often taken advantage of by those who wish to annoy 
the Adventists. But similar experiences are the com- 
mon lot of new and unpopular sects the world over.

Oddly enough, the error into which the 
clever dramatist has fallen has been recog- 
nized even in London, where the realism 
which seeks to paint life wherever life strug- 
gles has before this been denied respect and 
mefit.

in London. Not alone William Archer but 
the reviewers on the dally papers have held 
up Ibsen and Sudermann and their works as 
examples in refutation. The fact that both 
these writers have been denied worship and 
sometimes a hearing in London apparently 
has been forgotten. The London Mail has 
gone so far as to advise Mr. Pinero and his 
fellows to stop “‘ hoeing the same small po- 
tato patch,’’ and the London Post has sug- 
gested to the playwright that he should 
travel into the provinces and study middle- 
class English life at closerange. 

One result of the deep stirring of thought 
seems likely to be an impulse toward the 
presentation of the new works of the German 
réalists. Mrs. Patrick Campbell has an- 
néunced that she has purchased the English 
rights to Sudermann’s latest play, “‘ Johan- 
nisfeuer,”’ which received its first American 
performance at Powers’ Theater in thie city 
last Sunday night.

Here in Chicago Mr. Pinero’s latest play is 
-speaking more eloquently and more sensibly 
for him than he is for himself im London.

is what they are hunting for, and a “‘ mere’ 


bandmastéer and his writings’ they would 
scarcely deem. worthy of their august atten- 
tion. And yet it is doubtful if there is any- 
thing in music at the present time that comes 
so near being characteristically American 
as are these marches which Mr. Sousa has 
composed. Compare them with the marches 
written by composers of any other nationall- 
ty, and it will be found that they have quali- 
ties distinctive. Hear any military band in 
Germany, France, or Austria play a Sousa 
march, and instant’ recognition of:the fact 
that you are listening to something entirely 
different from the German, French, or Aus- 
trian composition that had been played only 
a few moments before ts unavoidable. There 
is in the American march a vigor, a buoy- 
ancy, and“freshness, and yet a decision and 
incisiveness that are, lacking not only in 
quantity but frequently in their entirety in 
the foreign compositions. And if these qual- 
ities«be not typically and characteristically 
American, then certainly there are none 
which we as anation Can'justly claim. 

Idealists may maintain that a march Is not 
a worthy form of music to represent our 
mighty nation, and that the qualities present 
in the Sousa creations, although they be 
typical, do not’ make for the highest and 
best in mysical art, but such persons should 
ask themselves if, afterall, one good march 
is not worth more than a dozen bad sym- 
phonies, and if American music, if it is to 
be truly national, ,must t of necessity re- 
flect those, qualities which characterize us 
as a nation and. a people, even though those 
qualities may perchance incline somewhat 
more ‘to the vigorous and <umncmeg than to the 
and lovely. 

Saleza, the. tenor, has announced his de- 
termination to retire from the stage for a 
year of rest and study. To. a New York pa- 
per’ he has outlined. his plans, and inci- 
dentally some interesting and sensible things 
to say about matters musical ‘and operatic. 

** Most of my ‘study will, of course, bein the 
Wagner operas,’ he said, although I am 
becoming rather weary of this constant talk 
about the Wagner heroes forming the real 
test of a tenor’s power. Dramatically they 
are frequently sublime,.- but vocaily they 
make no such demand on the singer's art, for 
example, asthe Meyerbeer roles. I have 
never had greater sympathy with any char- 
acter than with Romeo, which reveals beau- 
tifully even in the operatic text every emo- 
tion that inspires am actor. He passes 
through every phase of passion, from griev- 
ing love to the deepest tragedy. ‘There is still 
something in the world of his art for a tenor 
besides the Wagner heroes, even though one 
might never think so from the manner in 
which these characters are always held be- 
fore a singer’s eyes as the utmost goal of 
his ambitions. I don’t believe anybody who 
is informed on the subject will deny that 
Raoul is a far more exacting task vocally 
than Tristan, whatever may be said of the 
ethical side of the characters.”’ 

From time to time reports have come from 
Europe of the decline of Eugen. d’Albert’s 
powers as a concert pianist. Recently he 
appeared” in a recital in Berlin—the city in. 
Germany where he enjoys unfailing favor 
at the public’s hands—and critics who have 
always been lavish in praise of his work 
now comment on his technical inaccuractes.

are so entirely free from all inter- 
ference on the.part of the State, 
i federal, or municipal authorities, 
it seems strange that the institu- 
i tions of the same kind in conti- 
7 nental Europe should be the object 


| of constant.intervention and of such relent- 


less severity on the part of the government. 
During the last: week the cable dispatches 


+ bave recorded the arrest. of 100 undergradu- 


ates‘at. the Russian University of Kieff, and 


a sanguinary encounter between the students | 


and the police at St. Petersburg, as well as 
m conflict of the same kind at Lisbon, while 
@ number of the undergraduates of the vari- 
cus universities of Spain are either lying bad- 
ly wounded in hospitals or else detained in 
prison in connection with the disturbances 
consequent upon the recent marriage of the 
Princess of the Asturias. . 

The universities of continental Europe are 
a&lmost without exception institutions founded 
and maintained by the state at consider- 
able expense, the tuition being in. almost 
every case gratuitous. In the universities 
of Russia, France, and all the continental 
countries poverty is no bar. The professors 
derive their pay, not from the fees of the 
students, but from the state. The govern- 
ments are anxious to foster and promote 
university education, and in pursuance of 
this desire they offer facilities to under- 
graduates that are beyond the reach of those 
in this country. 

-o- 

The universities, being state institutions 
maintained at national expense and con- 
trolled by the government, the latter natural- 
ly expects to subject them to the same de- 
gree of discipline as the other departments 
of the administration. This discipline is bit- 
terly resented, and all those rules and regu- 
Jations which appear to Americans so need- 
lessly tyrannical have had to be instituted 
for the purpose of repressing the tendencies 
to insubordination and revolt that are dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of the ‘ under- 
grad’ of continental Europe. 

. As long as the boy is at the so-called *‘ gym- 
nasium’’ and lycée, which correspond with 
the grammar school in this country, he is 
subjected, not only with regard to his studies 
but likewise in his personal conduct, to a 
somewhat strict control. On entering the 
university he starts out with the idea, not 
Only that he has attained manhood, but like- 
wise ‘entire freedom, that he is no longer a 
mere schoolboy, but his own master, and at 


‘Mberty not merely to study what he wishes 


But also to conduct himself as he pleases. 
None of the students of continental Europe 
has any definite and common residence, such 


‘as have the undergraduates of Harvard, 


Yale, Princeton, Oxford, and Cambridge, 
Colleges where they are lodged, boarded, 
and subjected to a certain amount of whole- 


- gome supervision. The continental students 


live wherever they can hire a room and take 


their meals at the cheapest of restaurants,

“ties as a rule are disposed to temporize- with 
“them, save in Russia, where they are dealt 
4 with more sternly, the Czar’s government 
.being determined that it will never, if it can 
help, permit the university student class to 
“force the hand of the state, as in Germany 
“and other neighboring countries. 
' The undergraduate objects to the endeav-

| Ohio Man Who Arranged His Own Funeral. | 


HEN Samuel Preston David- 
son died a few days ago at 
London, O., three carpenters 
set to work to build his coffin 
from the lumber he had had 
on hand for the purpose. 
Twenty years ago he felled a 
—— tree which he hadraised, and 
from it he obtained walnut slabs, which he 
laid away to season, and told his friends that 
he wanted this lumber made into a coffin, in 
which he desired to be buried. The three car- 
penters worked twelve hours upon it after 
his death. The boards were planed to inch 
thickness, sawed, and mortised for a coffin 


six feet three inches long, twenty-four inches 
across the top, tapering to twenty inches at 
the bottom, the height being eighteen inches. 

Mr. Davidson was a uniquecharacter. Be- 
ginning with nothing, by industry, frugality, 
and wise investments he laid up for himself 
a comfortable competence for the evening 
time of life, and he ‘spent his last years in 
visiting the sick. He kept a diary from child- 
hood, in which he moted where every day 
was spent, the state of the weather, and the 
text of every sermom The value of his rec- 
ord has been attestedin many ways; lawyers 
have consulted it and decisions of courts have 
been reached by it. His weather publications 


and comparisons attracted national atten- 
tion. The Weather bureau is to come into 
possession of the daily observations which 
he has kept for half a century. 

Mr. Davidson was born in Rockbridge 
County, Va., on Dec. 15, 1812. His estate, 
valued at $60,000, is to go to the Presbyterian 
Church at the death of his wife, who is to 
hold the same during her life. One-fourth of 
the property is to go to the church absolutely 
and the other three-fourths is to be loaned 
on real estate or used for the purchase of 
United States bonds. The interest from this 
three-fourths is to be used in the education 
of young men for the ministry.

Officials in the postoffice heard of the dis- 
covery and went out to investigate. They 
took the skeleton to St. Martin’s-le-Grand, 
measured it, conted the teeth, recorded the 
skeleton’s dimensions, and, above all, pre- 
served the thigh bone with its shackles 
just as they were when uncovered. 

The skeleton is that of a powerful man. 
Orly the heavy lower jaw remains with 
teeth intact. Im this the teeth are strong 
and nearly ali are there. Major Griffiths, 
the historian of Newgate Prison, says that 
as the walls of the present. Newgate are 
identical with those of the old, the skeleton 
is that of a criminal who was hanged in 
chains outside the prison wall. 

‘Until 1832 this practice was common,” 
said Major Griffiths. ‘“‘ The‘order was. that 
the bodies of al) prisoners convicted of mur- 
der should either be hung in chains or buried 
under the gallows on which they were exe- 
cuted. These penalties were to be in the 
discretion of the court, and evidently this 
victim received both of them.”’ 

As against this possibility, however, the 
Major says that often prisoners in chains 
in Newgate died and were buried in their 
shackles in the mast convenient place out- 
side. the walls. That he was an ugly prison- 
er, the Major points to the shackles to 
prove. 

The British postoffice authorities have 
charge of the remains, which may become 


the nucleus of a collection.

- Was Once a Vast Sea. 
% ECENT explorations in central Africa 
” have lent new interest to the old ques- 
e tion of whether or not that section of 
the Dark Continent was a vast sea 


when the great continent of the At- 
fantis was densely inhabited. 

* Since Sir Richard Burton traveled to Lake 
Janganyika fifty years ago and discovered 
B whole series of marine life existed side by 

Side with fresh-water types, the question of 

the African Sea has been foremost with the 
Royal Geographical society. These marine 
forms were exceedingly primitive, but they 

were so far removed from any known fresh- 
“water types that the marine classificatio 
has been conceded, generally. ‘ 
Within a year, however, explorer Moore 
renewed speculation regarding this 
can sea by establishing the truth of the 
Wolcanic activity of the ranges south of the 
equator. Mr. Moore also has observed the 
fauna of the lake and points out that the 
Bhelifish in Tanganyika are reproductions of 
the fossilized remains of the old Jurassic 
#eas—this one fact establishing the origin 
of the lake shelifish as in ages long gone. 

In the. volcanic district visited by Gotzen, 
Captain Bethe, and Mr.. Grogan, Mr. Moore 
finds the volcanoes to be an unusually great 
distance from the seu. Also some of them 
are among the largest in the world. 3: 

One of these cones is Kirungucha-gungo, 
Standing entirely isolated and rising 11,300 
feet to an unbroken, circular rim of its crater. 
This crater is more than a mile in diameter, 
but so full of steam and smoke that the ex- 
plorer was unable to make any observation 
of the crater wall or its floor. To the north- 
west of this cone is another 11,000 feet high, 
active and fiery, the lava streams near its 
summit giving out dazzling .white jets of 
eteam. 

Mr. Moore's observations have led him to 
believe in a former African sea. He makes 
the point that the world has been quick to 

accept idea of a “lost Atlantis," but 

that it has not looked to the other side of the 

question.

Of the snakes which do not belong to the 
realms. ef fiction and strong drink there are 
nearly 1.800 species classified by naturalists. 
The limit of their distribution in Etrope has 
been fixed as south of the seventieth parallel 
north, and south of the fifty-fourth degree in 
British Columbia; the fortieth-parallel in the 
southern hemisphergis fixed as the southern 
limit. 

Within these confines these hundreds of 
varieties adapt themselves to almost every 
condition of climate, food, and environment, 
Among these species are the burrowing 
snakes, which live almost wholly under the 
ground, feeding off invertebrates and which 
universally are non-polsonous; the ground 
snakes. which live almost wholly on the 
ground, rarely taking to the water. or to 
bushes or trees; the tree snakes, which ciimb 
trees and which may pass most of their lives 
in treetops, feeding off the birds and animais 
which pass an arboreal life; the fesh water 
snakes, which are excellent swimmers and 


divers, feeding off frogs and fishes, being non- 
poisonous; and, last, the sea snakes, which 
rarely leave that element, which are unable 
to move or live on land, and which are un- 
usually poisonous. 

India always has been the home of the 
snake in popular imagination, largely be- 
cause the ignorant natives, in their fatalistic 
beliefs, take no precautions against being 
bitten. They go through the jungle by day 
or night with bare feet and bare limbs, feel- 
ing that fate has summoned them in case 
they are victims of poisonous snakes. Twen- 
ty thousand people are killed every year in 
India in this way without effort being ex- 
pended to counteract the poison in ‘most 
cases. 

No real antidote has been found for the 
poison of the most venomous snakes. If the 
fang is sunk into tissue well supplied with 
‘blood vessels, or if it penetrate a vein or an 
artery, the poison goes at once into the cir- 
culation. 

As a first remedy, sucking the wound is the 
‘accepted best thing. Strong suction, ap- 


%, 
aes 


plied directly to the wound, removes the 


greater part of the poison. If one of the 
extremities is bitten, a ligature twisted tight- 
ly around the limb between the bite and the 
heart, followed by cupping and cauterizing, 
is good... Whiskey in large quantity also is 
prescribed, as the alcoliol stimulates the 
heart and prevents the paralysis of that 
organ which the poisoned blood tends to 
produce, 

The size of a snake, its general condition, 
the fact whether or not it has recently bitten 
an animal, or even whether or not it be ex- 
ceedingly angry, have their effects on the 
victim. A snake with its poison sacks full 
of secreted poison has been found to be much 
more dangerous than is one which recently 
has struck some other creature. Necessarily 
a young snake cannot be as venemous as an 
old one that has attained its growth. 

Professor George E. Beyer of Tulane Uni- 
versity in Louisiana has made some interest- 
ing experiments with the bite of snakes. 

His first experiment was with a copper- 
head less than a week old. He teased the

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little creature and received its bite on the 
hand. The sensation was almost exactly the 
same as that which follows the sting of a 
honey bee. The pain gradually diminished 
and died away, leaving no after effects. 

On Aug. 4, following, Professor Beyer fol- 
lowed this with an experiment with a ground 
rattlesnake only 8 days old. The reptiles 
had been born in captivity, six of them five 
and one-half inches long and a quarter of an 
inch thick. The professor chose one of these, 
teased it until it was angry and coiled, and 
then presented the first joint of the little 
finger to receive the sting. 

The snake struck like lightning. Again the 
sensation was that of a bee sting, but for 
only a moment. Soon a sharp, shooting pain 
ran to the elbow, and another and arfother 
until they reached the shoulder. The bitten 
finger began to swell and become discolored. 
then numbness came, followed by still harder 
pains. In one hour Professor Beyer could 
not lift his arm to a level with his shoulder. 

At the end of two hours the symptoms that 
had been manifested only in the arm be- 
came systemic. He experienced a sense of 


| 


general oppression and vertigo. All the 
while the pain increased steadily. 

At 11 o’clock Professor Beyer went to bed, 
only to pass a sleepless night. At 2 o’clock 
in the morning his temperature had reached 
103 degrees. At daylight he found that the 
swelling from his arm had. extended. all 
down the right side and up the side of his 
neck and face. His little finger was double 
its natural size, while the wound showed 
two inky dots where the fangs had pene- 
trated. His whole hand and arm were dis- 
tended and hot and painful. 

At 10 o'clock the next day, nearly twenty- 
four hours after the finger was bitten, the 
man’s temperature was 100. About that 
time, however, the reaction setin. For near- 
ly two days afterward, however, pressure 
of the arm would cause intense pain, and 
for several days more the patient felt un- 
comfortable and oppressed. No suppuration 
followed the bite, and no remedy of any 
kind was used. 

In the United States the various members 
of the rattlesnake family are most dreaded. 
Yet they do not thrive near civilization, and 
before striking their warning rattle chal- 
lenges the most idle attention. 

While it is true that the rattlesnake sel- 
dom ever runs from man, yet, if not crowd- 
ed, he will move out of the way in sullen 
fashion. He is conscious of his armament, 
however, and almost invariably colls for de 
fense, with his hideous bulldog head made 
more hideous by the flickering forked tongue 
and the ominous rattle, that is unlike any- 
thing else in nature. 

The copperhead is another dreaded mem- 
ber of the snake family. It is sluggish in

In captivity, how- 
ever, the copperhead becomes even gentle, 
and will take food from the hand, whereas 
the rattlesnake often refuses food for weeks 
and months after capture. 

Of the common poisonous snakes in the 
United States the cottonmouth, the- water 
and land moccasins, added to the rattle- 
snake and the cupperhead, complete the most 
formidable list. 


One of the most ve iooking of all 
reptiles in the central States is the blow- 
snake, or “ spread head,”’ and it has become 
feared almost everywhere by reason of his 
monumental bluff.” 

He ts short, thick, with stump tall and wide 
head, presenting all the physical features of 
the poisonous snakes. When approached he 
colls, raises his head, and emits a sharp hiss- 
ing like that of a gbdose. His head broad- 
ens until it is twice its natural size, the neck 
contracts, and altogether the creature be- 
comes one of the most threatening of all 
the snake tribe. Yet he is non-venomous— 
a scientific fact that has been exceedingly 
hard to impress. upon rural residents who 
have taken the mere fact of his warning to 
mean that he is poisonous, 


In general the sight of most snakes is 
poor. There are degrees in this, however, 
some snakes being able to cling to the outer 


branches of trees, and catch even birds in~ 


their fight, while others on the ground are 
able to see their prey only when the creatures 
move. 

The snake’s sense of smell is doubted. But 
in the extreme sensitiveness of the creature's 
tongue the defects of sight and hearing are 
to some extent made good. Some natural- 
ists have accredited it with a “ sixth sense,” 
believing that in thrusting out its tongue the 
snake may get impressions of an object that 
is wholly out of range of its eyes. 

All nature is at war with the snake family. 
The wild hog pursues them for food, and is 
supposed to be impe us to their poisons, 
Deer attack them, bunching their sharp 
hoofs and jumping on them, cutting the 
creatures to pleces. Eagles, hawks, and 
crows killand eat them. Frequently, in the 
woods, one may hear a hawk, high up tn the 
air, circling and screaming. Looking’up he 
may see a writhing serpent, held by the 
back of the neck in-.the bird’s talons, with 
the hawk screaming in evident excitement. 
Stories are told of fights in the air in which 
the snake has been victor, but most. fre- 
quently it is the bird. 


Dogs often kill snakes by rushing in, seiz- 
ing the reptile by the neck, shaking it, and 
then springing back .to recover for another 
charge. Sooner or later they themselves are 
victims of some poisonous va- 
riety.

GRACE CORNEAU WRITES OF THE GOWNS 
MOST FASHIONABLE 


ARIS, March 8.—It is rare in 
these republican days in 
France, so much lamented by 
fashionable dressmakers and 
modistes from an interested 
point of view, that one sees 
such a display of toilettes in 
public as was seen upon the 
occasion of the wedding of M. 
Paul Deschanel, President of the French 
Chamber, and Mile. Germaine Brice. With 
a tact and a suppleness, now almost un- 
known in France by political men, divided as 
they are by position, hatred, and passions, 
the young President of the Chamber has 
managed to win all parties in his favor. He 
is as popular with what are known as the 
Royalists and Imperialists of the right as 
with the fierce demolishers of existing social 
order, the Socialists of the left; while the 
Centrists adore him. And unless there are 
extraordinary changes in French politics of 
the future the next President of the republic 
will be Paul Deschanel. One therefore under- 
stands the many reasons which made his 
wedding the event of the season in Paris, and 
it brought out so many fashionable people 
that they could not all get in the church. In 
fact, as many staid outside in the street as 
got in, and although the ceremony was at 
noon, at 4 o’clock the police agents were still 
struggling with the crowds. 


One of the questions raised in the matter 
of the groom’s style of dress was that of the 
hat. The labor syndicate, representing the 
workmen and workwomen who make fie 
* claque hat,” that is to say, the high opera 
hat which shuts up with a spring, addressed 
an appeal to the young President to wear a 
“claque’’ on the ground that it would aid 
their trade and bring them prosperity if he 
set the fashion of a ‘‘claque’’ hat for a 
morning wedding. Several newspapers 
backed the syndicate’s appeal, and a good 
deal of discussion ensued as to whether the 
chapeau advocated would be good form. M. 
Paul Deschanel evidently decided it would 
not be, for he appeared at the church door 
with the regulation silk hat, to the desolation 
of the advocates of the “ claque.” 


The President's wedding garb was exceed- 
ingly correct—a long frock coat and black 
trousers, and, as the coat was closely but- 
toned, the slightly fantastic vest could not be 
geen. His cravat was in several colors, in 
classic design, and in it was a single pearl 
pin. He wore no boutonniere, which was 
much remarked, as a Frenchman upon such 
occasions usually has the ‘ boutorniere 
fleurie"’ to match his cravat in color. M. 
Deschanel has, however, set a new fashion, 
which probably will be followed. 


The bride wore a gown marked by sim- 
plicity and a Parisian chic one rarely 
gees equaled. The material was of rich 
white satin, perfectly plain. The skirt fell 
simply in graceful lines to the floor, witha 
long train in the back. The only trimming 
on it was a ‘‘riviere de tulle,’ the poetic 
French term for a flowing ruffie of tulle, 
caught at irregular intervals by bunches of 
oran blossoms. The corsage was simple 
and fastened on one side with a bunch of 
orange blossoms over a tulle choux. The 
effect of the corsage was as if draped to the 
figure. The pretty new Parisian sleeve was 
the shape of that of the bridal gown—that 
is to say, tight fitting just to the elbow, where 
a fullness commences and continues to below 
the elbow, where the tight sleeve is again re- 
sumed. No lace whatever was used about 
the gown, and the bridal vell fell gracefully 
over the head and quite covered the gown. 
The veil was of plain tulle, and was held in 
place by a small wreath 4f orange blossoms. 


Mile. Brice’s hair was not dressed with the 


usual “‘ undulations ” popular in Paris, but 
with the soft little curls, vastly more be- 
coming, which fell over her face. 

The bridal procession was almost historic. 
President Loubet, who acted as groomsman, 
arrived first, accompanied by General Dubois 
in full uniform. The President wore a black 
frock coat, a black tie, and a high hat, not 
an opera hat. It was a bad day for the 
* claque syndicate.’’ The President of the 
republic was at once conducted by the mem- 
bers of the protocole to a seat of honor. 
Mme. Loubet had arrived early, accom- 
panied by Mme. Poulet. She wore a velvet 
dress, with a magnificent sable cape, and a 
toque trimmed with sable tails, roses, and 
chrysanthemums. The order of the bridal 
procession was quite the reverse of the usual 
order. After the President had seated him- 
self the bride entered upon the arm of her 
father. The bridegroom, conducting his 
mother, followed behind. Mme. Deschanel 
wore a black velvet gown, with a cream 


point lace fichu, and a capote hat embroid- 


ered in jet, with an aigrette in white. 

Mme. Rene Brice, mother of the bride, fol- 
lowed, escorted by: Emile Deschanel, father 
of the groom. Mme. Brice wore a black 
tulle gown, with steel paillettes, on a white 
ground. Her hat was the capote shape, in 
cream-colored guipure, topped off by a smart 
white aigrette. 


After Mme. Brice and the groom’s father 


came the four bridemaids, dressed in white, 


with white hats, trimmed in colors. Bach 
maiden was escorted by a groomsman.: Cap- 
tain Sadi Carnot, son of the unfortunate 
President, escorted Mile. Blauchard, who 
wore a cream-colored cloth gown, elaborate- 
ly embroidered in cream silk. Her hat, toque 
in shape, was covered with pink roses. 

Next came Mile. Dubufe, escorted by Leris 
@ambetta, nephew of the famous statesman.

Her hat waea large capeline 
chapeau, with a band of pink and white 
roses. 

Then Mile. Cochery entered, escorted by 
Pierre Sardou, son of the great dramatist.

Her hat, 
unlike that of the two preceding bridemaids, 
was trimmed with black feathers. 

Lastly, Mile. Bourdon entered, with Pierre

Among the prominent pedple condemned 
to wait outside were the former President 
of the republic, Casimir-Perier, and 
Mme. Casimir-Peripgr.. Mme. Casimir-Perier 
wore a beautiful gown of heliotrope cash- 
mere, with a cape and toque in chinchilla. 
The latter was enliveried by a bunch of flow- 
ers. The former -President and his wife 
finally managed to get inside the church, but 
only with great difficulty. Former Premier 
Meline and Mme. Meline were not so fortu- 
nate. When the ex-Premier was making a 
desperate effoftt to reach the church and 
break through the crowd a jovial police agent 
said to him: “If you think you can get in 
there you are quite mistaken."’ Meline found 
that he was, and resigned himself to re- 
maining outside. 

Even Mme. Waldeck-Rousseau had some 
difficulty in getting into the-church. She 
was dressed in black velvet, with a sable 
cape and a Charlotte Corday hat trimmed 
in gold. Mme. Millerand sat near her in a 
sapphire blue Velvet dress, with a sable cape 
and a white aad gold toque. 

The Countess de Castellane wag quite con- 
spicuous in a red gown which her hat 
matched. 

Black velvet, which both Mme. Loubet and 
Mme. Waldeck-Rousseau wore, with the ex- 
ception of Mme. Millerand, was apparently 
the favorite material for the wives of the 
members of the Cabinet. Mme. Pierre Bau- 
dien and the other women of the Ministers 
were all in black velvet. 

The list of fashionable people present 
would fill a volume, as there were 5,000 in- 
vitations issued, and only 2,000 of the people 
could squeeze into the church, the rest, that 
is to say, the majority, remained outside. 

An incident which created quite a dis- 
turbance in the street was the departure of 
the Spanish Ambassador, who, furious at 
not being able to get through the crowd to 
the church, ordered his gorgeously liveried 
coachman to drive him home again, which 
caused a flutter of excitement. The police 
acted with brutality in their efforte to hold 
in the crowds. 

The only distinct novelty noticeable in 
smart Paris gowns is the new sleeve worn 
by Mme. Paul Deschanel on her wedding 
day. This pretty sleeve was already in 
vogue, but will be more popular since ite 
adoption by this charming bride. It is ex- 
ceedingly useful for tulle or net gowns, as 
there is always a tendency in thin materials 
to tear about the elbows.
